Hildreth appoints chairmen

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—In 
an effort to serve more efficiently, 
the work of the legislative com- 
mittee of the Circus Fans of 
America is to be decentralized, ac- 
cording to Melvin D. Hildreth, 
general chairman, in accordance 
with a recommendation made by 
him at the recent Boston conven- 
tion. In harmony with this recom- 
mendation, the association directed 
Hildreth to appoint chairmen in certain 
key centers, who will, in turn, have en- 
tire charge in the district under their 
respective supervision. As a result, Gen- 
eral Chairman Hildreth has this week 
appointed the following as chairmen of 
the legislative committee for the dis- 
tricts embraced by the States noted: 

No. 1—Wallace L. Ware, Santa Rosa, 
Calif., for California, Oregon, Washing- 
ton, Nevada, Idaho, Montana, Utah and 
Arizona.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—The theater op- 
erating and vaude booking departments 
are now considering thg reports turned 
in about a month ago by the four road 
inspectors in regard to present and 
prospective vaude conditions in various 
towns they visited. What bearing they 
will have on any .wholesale resumption 
of stagehands by circuit is not known. 

The inspectors, who incidentally are 
waiting word from the operators whether 
they are to go back on the road or not, 
recommended that such cities as Los 
Angeles, Chicago, Boston and San Fran- 
cisco should have more than the one 
vaude house in each that they have new. 

Deliberations between the.booking and 
operating offices as to the value of the 
inspectors, Aaron Kessler, Fred De Bondy, 
Norman E. Manwaring and Jack Demp- 
sey, to the circuit’s shows and houses 
are being continued. It is reported that 
the operators have reconsidered their 
original thought that the checkers were 
a worthless expense and will agree to 
put them back on the jobs they were 
dropped from six weeks ago.

Broad Outlines Are Needed ° 


NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Actresses who 
are afraid that they will be unfit for 
television work because they can’t take 
a pretty closeup may again take heart. 
Prettiness of feature, which has been 
touted as one of main characteristics 
necessary for telly work, is not only not 
necessary, but very often a drawback, at 
least in the present stage of visual 
broadcasts. With television still in its 
infancy, and images coming over blurred, 
or at least not as distinct as they might 
be, broadcasters demand not prettiness, 
but well-defined features, the type that 
would ordinarily be called too heavy. 


They are the only kind that can be 
broadcast with any great success. 

Also along same lines is technique 
necessary for telly broadcasting. Instead 
of acting, performers are forced to do 
what amounts to mugging. It is, only 
in this way that the broad outiines of 
expression can get any chance on the 
receiving sets. This necessity for mug- 
ging is another hope for the not-too- 
pretty lasses, for it places a premium on 
what might be called elastic features.

Strike of Musicians in Warner 


Houses in Philadelphia Called 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 7—Musicians’ 
Local No. 77 of the A. F. M. has called a 
strike against all the Warner houses in 
this city and vicinity to take effect Tues- 
day, September 8. 

Dispute arose as the result of a dis- 
agreement between the union and Wil- 
liam Goldman, manager for Warner 
Brothers, over the number of men to be 
employed during the next 30 days. A 
committee was appointed at a meeting 
of the local which met Mr. Goldman 
and the Fox Theater officials to con- 


sider a contract to succeed the present 
one, which expires September 7. Accord- 
ing to Adolph Hirschberg, president of 
the local union, they agree to allow the 
present number to be employed for 30 
days, pending negotiations for a new 
contract. The summer ratio allows for 
15 per cent less to be employed than 
during the winter season. 

Fox Theater officials accepted the 
proposition, but Warner Brothers refused, 
stating that they would reduce the num-

PATERSON, N. J., Sept. 7.—Difficulties 
between theater operators and projec- 
tionists caused the latter group to call 
a strike last week and walk out of the 
Regent, Fabian, Rivoli and Rialto. The 
last three houses, which are straight- 
filmers, immediately employed scab booth 
men and continued their shows, but the 
Regent, an RKO vaudefilmer, went on 
under a straight vaude policy and with- 
cut men in the booth. 

The Regent’s move is a most unusual 
one in show business and will be con- 
tinued until RKO’s operating depart- 
ment comes to an agreement with the 
projectionists. On Wednesday of last 
week, when the walkout occurred, it 
was decided to do away with the booth, 
which meant the elimination of films 
and spotlights for the vaude acts. Three 
additional acts were sent on from New 
York to augment the usual five-act bill, 
and they \worked with only foot and 
floodlights.)

The local refused to 
agree.

The broker 
meanwhile was ejected from his stand 
by the Hildick Corporation, whose store 
he shares, but he has managed’ to secure 
an injunction lasting until September 
11.

Most of the better 
managers claim that plenty of fine tal- 
ent is available for New York pfoduc- 
tions, but that there is difficulty in se- 
curing stars for road shows. .

Arouse Ire of 


Officials 


RKO exploitation department gets plan over whereby 
bookers will have complete data and acts found wanting 
will be penciled in only—partial list to be ready this week 


. = 


NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Continuous squawking by the RKO ex- 
ploitation department anent the carelessness of acts and their agents 
in failing to co-operate so that full advantage could be taken of 
modern exploitation methods has finally resulted in a plan whereby 
each booker will have definite information at his finger tips as to 


whether or not an act is up in its 
Ps and Qs. Beginning the latter 
part of this week, the first of a 
series of information books listing 
acts alphabetically will be in the 
hands of the intact show booker. A few 
days later a file will be ready for an- 
other booker so that in time the whole 
circuit will be covered. After each act’s 
name will be notations as to the act’s 
dilling being ready, photographs, property 
list and other items considered im- 
portant. If not#absolutely okeh for each 
item the booker will inform the agent 
that the act will be penciled in tenta- 
tively pending further word from ex- 
ploiteer. This will directly entail hard- 
ship for the agent, but Charles J. Free- 
nian and other officials are 100 per cent 
in back of the plan, taking the stand 
that in being lax the act in question is 
not protecting the box office. 

Artists who have willingly co-operated 
with the exploitation department have 
received unprecedented publicity. The 
most recent examples being Harry Del- 
mar, appearing in Brooklyn, and lending 
the girls in the act to The Brooklyn 
Daily Eagle for a few hours, during which 
time they took advertisements over the 
phone. Actually they went to the news- 
paper office long enough to answer a few 
calis and take the photograph, which, 
with the story, resulted in six columns 
of publicity. Another example is the 
Dodge Sisters riding in on a full-page 
cigaret ad. 

In contrast to the attraction willing to 
co-operate is the act Charles Tobias 
and Company, which opened at the Hip- 
podrome Saturday. On Friday night the 
act suddenly gave a list of 19 props that 
were needed for the following day’s open- 
ing. Manager Harvey Watkins was high- 
ly incensed and not without sufficient 
reason. Situations like this are gradually 
being eliminated and many offerings are 
now getting wise to the fact that added 
publicity and co-operation will help them 
greatly, in more ways than one. Accord- 
ing to RKO execs., bookers’ information 
will be strictly up to date thru the 
efforts of E. M. Orowitz and Jimmy 
Dowd, who will check an act directly it 
supplies or fails to supply what is needed.

Interstate May 


Get Vaude; 


Hitch Lies in Publix Deal 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—RKO’s theater 
operdtors and vaude bookers were con- 
ferring this week on the subject of re- 
suming stage shows in the Interstate 
houses in Texas. Apparently the only 
hitch is whether the RKO intacts should 
be routed thru the circuit’s own houses 
in Dallas, San Antonio and Houston, 
or play the Publix houses in those towns 
in a theater operation pool. The other 
Interstate house now in straight pic- 
tures is in Fort Worth. 

RKO dropped vaude from the Inter- 
state Circuit last spring after an agree- 
ment had been reached with Publix 
that the latter circuit would drop pres- 
entations at the same time. Feeling 
now is that each town needs a stage 
show, but not more than one, and the 
question is which circuit is to play them. 
Either way it will be RKO intacts. 

The addition of Dallas, San Antonio, 
Houston and Fort Worth will give the 
intacts an additional four weeks. Each 


town was a full-week stand up until 
the time they went into straight picture 
policies. : 

RKO’s_ theater-operating department 
became more vaude this week when the 
early reports of the Palace, Columbus, 
filtered into the office. Without vaude 
for a few years, the RKO house re- 
sumed stage shows to a terrific jump in 
attendance the first couple of days. The 
house is playing Bill Howard’s expen- 
sive five-act intacts. 

As a result of Columbus’ successful 
opening Nate Blumberg, of the theater- 
operating department, left yesterday to 
make a survey of conditions in Dayton. 
The resumption of vaude by RKO in 
that town depends on his report. 

Columbus last fall sent a Chamber of 
Commerce representative to this city 
with a long petition to RKO to resume 
stage shows in that city. Nothing was 
done by the circuit, however, at that 
time. 


Open House 
For Publix 


_ All agents now free to sub. 
mit acts to circuit once 
closed . 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5. — The 
Publix booking office was de- 
clared “open house” to all agents 
this week by Harry Hollander, 
newly appointed booking man- 
ager. Previously the door was 
closed to everybody except a 
select few salesmen, with the Wil- 
liam Morris Agency, thru a writ- 
ten agreement, doing 90 per cent 
of the talent placing. This ruling, allow. 
ing any and all agents to offer acts to 
Publix, represents a slap in the face for 
the Morris outfit, making about four in 
all in the last two months. First was 
the curtailment the agency received 
when Publix cut out most of its produce 
tion department and booked Fanchon 
& Marco Ideas for 10 de luxers; second 
was a difference with Loew which cut 
them out of that booking office, and 
third was RKO recalling a franchise three 
weeks after it was tendered. 

With every indie agent flooding the 
Publix booking office from now on, and 
probably a good number of RKO fran- 
chised salesmen, the circuit’s booker will 
have a much greater talent selection for 
the de luxers here, in Brooklyn and Bos- 
ton than was possible when only a few 
agents besides the Morris outfit called. 
Publix is now joined with Fox (Fanchon 
& Marco) as the only completely open 
booking offices. Warner, a couple of 
months ago, instituted a semi-closed 
door system limiting certain agents to 
calling just once or twice a week, while 
Loew and RKO have the franchise system. 


Max Fisher Is Bookeds 
Also Louis Armstrong 


NEW YORK, Sept. 7—Max Fisher and 
his band, currently playing out on the 
Coast, have been booked for vaude. They 
have been given four weeks of Bill How- 
ard Time, opening this Saturday in St. 
icuis.

CHICAGO, Sept. 5.—L. M. Rubens, who 
formerly operated the Great States group 
of vaudeville and motion pictures thru 
Illinois and Indiana before the chain 
was taken over by Publix, announces 
that he has disposed of all his theater 
holdings and plans to enter politics and 
welfare work. Rubens, several times @ 
millionaire, was recently appointed vice- 
president of the Tllinois Association of 
Chiefs of Police. Welfare work has been 
his hobby and he plans shortly to start 
a lecture tour of the United States and 
Europe, speaking upon the evils of gangs 
end gang warfare and the remedies that 
can be applied. 


Lewis Repeats for Loew 


NEW YORK, Sept. 7~Ted Lewis and 
his band have been booked for a repeat 
over the Loew de luxe Time. They will 
open at the Paradise, Bronx, Septem- 
ber 12, 
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ECLARATION by the Publix booking 
office that the portcullis is up, and 
that it is okay to come across the 
moat and offer an act even tho you 
haven’t previously been in the habit of 
doing s0, most certainly purifies the 
atmosphere in the business department 
of the circuit. The auditorium will 
greatly benefit, also. 

Booking thru limited sources 
evitably results in the talent being 
limited as to both numbers and de- 
sirability. After awhile it is natural that 
the same names will be continually re- 
peated over the circuit ard, thru no 
fault of their own, lose something in 
drawing power. A name act can change 
the routine, no doubt, but finds it rather 
hard to take’on an altogether new per- 
sonality. Any booking office is short- 
sighted when it relies on one or two 
agencies for talent when it can have the 
pick of the field. What is easier than 
simply letting the field ‘come in, and 
then pick? The two original sources, for 
instance, will, no doubt, be included. 
What the booking office loses in a kick- 
back, the whole organization gains 10- 
fold, thru good will of the acts and 
better shows for its patrons. 


HERE is considerable speculation as 
to what the RKO Palace, New York, 
will do in the future as_to the hold- 

over policy. Current show is figured for 
two weeks anyway. Reaction of the pub- 
lic and daily newspapers to the show is 
an important angle. ; 

Tf it ts a question of getting shows that 
will not suffer by reason of comparison 
to the recent seven-week run engineered 
by Lou Holtz, the Palace should be safe. 
The talent is there. The booker can 
have his choice of any number of good 
acts. Perhaps any number of names are 
not available, however. An m. c. is not 
exactly indispensable. Hundreds of cork- 
ing shows have played the house without 
@ comedian running riot thruout the bill. 

The price, or lack of the particular 
name the booker may want, will some- 
times hinder the Palace. But if a cer- 
tain name is not to be had—surely RKO 
can hardly blame anyone but itself. It 
had just as much opportunity to grab off 
the name as the next fellow. 

Certain kind of spot king often 
finds itself literally “on the spot.” 


8. MOSS has finally decided that 

Warners will book the acts for his 

music-hall idea at the Broadway, 
New York. It will be interesting to note 
the developments, particularly whether 
or not other circuits will look upon the 
house as opposition. Warners may be 
counted on for various picture stars as to 
names, and may also grab off a name 
here and there of the type that play 
the Paramount. 

Will any good act that expects to do 
business with the Palace booker dare to 
appear at the Broadway first? Acts havo 
gone from the Palace direct to Loew's 
State and to the Paramount. But acts 
find it a one-way street. There is no 
hopping from either of these houses to 
the Palace. Only exception, offhand, 
Seems to be Kate Smith playing the 
Palace after the Capitol. Extenuating 
circumstances cropped up when Ethel 
Merman dropped out of the Palace bill. 
Houge could ill afford to replace the act 
with anything weaker, regardless. 

On the face of it, serious opposition by 
the Broadway to established houses 
doesn’t seem to be in the cards. One good 
name doesn’t make a vaudeville bill of 
any tremendous proportions. Of course, 
first-run Columbia and Tiffany product 
is another angle.

The Three St. John Brothers, in white 
flannels and rolled up sleeves,’ might 
have been out for a bit of tennis, so un- 
assuming and easy do they offer their 
hand-to-hand balancing stuff and other 
feats of strength. Their closing stunt 
finished up three high on a horizontal 
hand-balancing feat off the floor and is 
worthy of presentation in any big-time 
house. But the boys shouldn't be so 
modest and should use a little selling.

Fox’s Audubon, N. Y.

A sudden rainstorm kept biz down 
here tonight, despite a corking stage 
show comprised of Fanchon & Marco’s 
Russian Art Idea and three vaude acts 
to boot. On the screen Their Mad 
Moment, a fair neighborhood feature, 
containing two draw players,’ Dorothy 
Mackail and Warner Baxter. F. & M.’s 
contribution, staged by Larry Ceballos, 
is one of the best Ideas seen in months. 
A steady run of units of this type with 
good vaude assist and RKO’s Coliseum, 
the Audubon’s nearest stage-show com- 
petitor, would be completély out of the 
running with its four-act bills. Run- 
ning time of the stage half was 77 
minutes. 

Jordan and Grace, mixed team, in 2 
combo novelty and musical turn, opened 
the show nicely and could have bowed 
off to a very big hand had they wanted 
to do some milking.

Two 
kid-audience plants gave him excellent 
comedy assist during the last half of 
his act. A showman of good appearance, 
Paul is an okeh novelty for neighbor- 
hood bills. , 

Jack Flynn closed the vaude portion 
of the show in a so-so hoke and dance 
turn, containing three dancing girls and 
a boy besides himself. Material looks 
as tho Flynn reached into a_ grab- 
bag, but this wouldn’t be so bad ff not 
for the milking and dull finale. 

Russian Att Idea contains a couple of 
bits on a minny stage, the presentation 
of which is a good reminder of the 
Chauve-Souris. A colorful, a_ well- 
talented unit of 24 performers, which 
includes a vocal chorus and six-piece 
Balalaika orchestra, this Idea should 
have been, and should be, an easy clicker 
everywhere. Standout of the big flash 
is a mixed dancing team, with a male

Personal appearance. Setting—Iin one, 
Time—Seventeen minutes. 

Considering his proven worth as a 
stage performer long before he sky- 
rocketed to the top in pictures, Edward 
G, Robinson is not giving RKO much 
of a return on the $5,555 they are pay- 
ing him weekly for vaude appearances. 
He is not doing an act that has broken 
any b.-o. records. In @ couple of houses 
he has proved quite a disappointment. 

Robinson, a character actor, has been 
@ terrific b.-o. attraction in pictures, due 
to a recent series of gangster and gambler 
roles. His comparative weakness on the 
stage, therefore, can only be laid to lack 
of word-of-mouth advertising for what 
amounts to nothing more than a per- 
sonal appearance. 

A four-minute trailer precedes his fitst 
appearance in a business suit and seven 
minutes of talk by himself anent the 
comparison between his former stage 
roles and present picture parts. He harps 
on the respectable characters he once 
played in the “flesh” and the tough parts 
he is taking in pictures. There is humor 
in this, but not enough. 

Following his seven-minute talk there 
are flashbacks on Smart Money, his latest 
picture, Lady To Love and Little Caesar, 
with these also broken by gab. His one 
piece of acting is a reproduction of the 
finale of Little Caesar, with Robinson 
taking up where the screen shot ends to 
be mowed down by machine-gun bullets 
end croak ,the question, “Mother of 
Mercy! Is this the end of Rico?” The 
effect of this was completely lost in 
front of an ordinary house olio and with 
lights full up.

Each show to carry carpenter and property man—will 
be severely dealt with in case of any misconduct em- 
barrassing to union general office 


NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—As per agreement reached between I. H. 
Herk, president of the New Columbia Burlesque Circuit, and the 
general office of the IATSE, all attractions playing the circuit wheel 
this season will carry two mechanics—carpenter and property man. 
All members accepting engagements as traveling mechanics with 


burlesque attractions have been 
cautioned as to their conduct 
when en tour, since the IATSE 
general office considers itself 
responsible for the manner in 
which the crew conducts itself; at least 
it feels the responsibility to a large 
degree. 

As a result of this sitvation, the mem- 
bers have been duly warned that any ac- 
tion by them that would cause em- 
barrassment to the International Al- 
liance, or by reason of any misconduct 
cast reflection on the organization, they 
will ,be severely dealt with and_ full 
meaSure of discipline meted out. 

Conditions under which each local will 


place the two members in a show is that 


the local union in whose jurisdiction 
such attraction opens the season shall 


place both mechanics. One of the travel- 4, 


ing mechanics must be a member of the 
local union where the engagement opens, 
and the other shall be a member from a 
local in whose jurisdiction no burlesque 
attraction will be epened. This is for 
the purpose of preventing discrimina- 
tion. 

Otherwise the general office advises 
that standard conditions governing 
traveling shows hold good, just as tho 
the burlesque attraction were any other 
legit, outfit. 


Numerous Difficulties 
Confront Columbia Execs. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—The New Co- 
lumbia Circuit was confronted with dif- 
ficulties this week when it appeared for 
a while that two houses on the route 
would be prevented from opening and 
that the controversy betwéen the trans- 
fer union and theatrical haulers would 
keep the shows from moving to their 
Monday stopoffs.

The other house, the Lyric, Bridgeport, 
was confronted with union difficulties, 
but a satisfactory arrangement has been 
made with the stagehands’ and musi- 
cians’ locals that will permit its opening 
Monday. Cliff Bragdon’s Hi-Ho, Every- 
body, will play the opening date. 

The hauling situation appeared to be 
a most serious one, with the probability 
of the shows being stuck on moving to 
their respective towns, but the situation 
was averted by several conferences. I* 
was agreed that the transfer unions and 
haulers would forget the existing con- 
troversy and move the shows for this 
week. However, it all depends on the 
results of Tuesday’s arbitration meeting 
of the haulage situation as to how the 
shows will carry on hereafter.

Legit Swings Back to Broadway 
With Five Houses Lighting Up 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—With the Cohan, 
the Globe and the Gaiety lined up for 
the season, the tide of legit seems to be 
swinging back to Broadway proper. And 
the question of bigger box-office grosses 
is an important factor. Simple figures 
prove that it is a better bet to play legit 
than movies. The average house playing 
a@ good flesh show on Broadway (the 
street, not the section) can gross $25,000, 
and that figure at the usual percentage 
would net the house in the case of a 
musical about $10,000, and for a non- 
musical around $7,500. The day having 

when it- was possible to con- 
sistently ballyhoo a movie show at a 
$2 top, and with the expense of huge 
outdoor display still necessary, the pic- 
ture concerns are cold toward renewing 
their leases. The companies figure that 
it is not worth while to spend an 
average of about $10,000 a week just to 
have a sign on the street when at times 
their gross intake hardly reaches a half 
of that. In the case of an unusually 
good picture with a larger take the 
display cost is unnecessary. 

From the other angle, house Owners 
who can average about $6,000 straight 
rent from movies have come to the con- 
clusion that they would be better off 
gambling on the fate of a legit show, 
with the average hit grossing $25,000 or 
more and with the possibility that it 
will continue to grow and perhaps stay 
put for a year or more, a process made 


more probable by the added advertising 
value of a Broadway spot. The fact 
that the Gaiety Theater will house a 
dramatic show this season, that the 
Cohan has a musical and that the Globe 
will be occupied in a few weeks by an- 
other musical is proof that the legiti- 
mate is coming into its own. 

An example of how a legit show can 
give the house owner a better break 
occurred in the chse of the Broadway 
Theater last season. The New Yorkers 
played there, and, altho the show did 
not do so well, the house, playing the 
usual percentage, made more money 
than it would have by playing pictures. 
And it will now play vaude and pictures, 
The Central Theater, which has housed 
many pictures since the influx, has 
also recently changed its policy to 2% 
combo of movie and flesh, installing a 
burlesque grind that is proving a better 
bet financially than screen shows. The 
newly built Hollywood Theater has often 
been mentioned as a possibility for a 
legit attraction and has been built with 
necessary equipment to house one. This 
season should find legitimate well rep- 
resented on Broadway, with a possible 
total of six houses. The Manhattan, the 
Gaiety, the Globe, the Cohan and the 
Empire are all definitely set to open, and 
there is a chance that the Hollywood 
will be added to the list. And the 
Broadway and the Central are also play- 
ing flesh,

One of them, a producer for eight years 
and known for his high standard of pro- 
duction, was contacted on the matter, 
and referred Elliott to his counsel. El-) 
liott is still negotiating with the lawyer, 
endeavoring to get a contractual tieup 
that would not in the least harm his 
stock-selling chances, but to date noth- 
ing has come of it. 

The producer in question states that 
he has given the matter no more atten- 
tion than he would give to any other 
routine business,.and that he is ex- 
tremely doubtful that negotiations will 
go thru, the whole matter hinging on 
the recommendations of the lawyer.

Nancy Carroll has the leading inde and 
again proves she is one of the most de- 
lightful ingenues on the screen, giving 
a thoroly capable portrayal thruout that 
is stamped by both sincerity and con- 
viction.

Again she meets O’Brien, who gives her 
the rush, and when he later recognizes 
her as the maid from the Gary home 
intimates he could make things easy for 
her. But the younger Gary returns about 
this time and finds that he has found 
gold when he thought it was dross and 
vice versa.

“The Spider” 
(FOX MOVIETONE) 
At the Rozy 
Producer’s footage, 5,950. Time, 65 
minutes. 
(Release date, September 5) 

This old mystery thriller comes to the 
screen with Edmund Lowe.in the leading 
role, supported by Lois Moran, John 
Arledge, George E. Stone, Purnell Pratt, 
Brendel and Warren Hymer. 

Those who remember the stage play 
will recall that the play was a novelty, 
as the entire setting was laid in a thea- 
ter and the murder was committed by 
a man in the audience, with the real 
audience being held as witnesses to the 
crime. ‘ This element of novelty is com- 
pietely iost on the screen, tho as a whole 
the picture makes an entertaining mys- 
tery story. William Cameron Menzies 
and Kenneth McKenna collaborated on 


the direction, which is nicely done, sus-_ 


taining the interest thruout. 

Edmund Lowe has the, role of Chat- 
rand, the magician-hypnotist, and shows 
that he is as capable in a role that is 
foreign to him as he is in the hard- 
boiled types of Cockeyed World or What 
Price Glory? The other roles, all nicely 
handled, are purely subordinate to the 
Lowe role, with the exception’ of the 
inspector, played by Purnell Pratt, who 
also adds a meticulous characterization 
to the production. 

The Spider is from the play by Pulton 
Oursler and Lowell Brentano. It deals 
with a master magician and hypnotist, 
who has an assistant, Alexander, who has 
served him for two. years. Alexander 
has lost his memory and does not know 
who his relatives are or where he came 
from. Lowe tries to locate the boy's 
people by radio announcements. At their 
present date, Lois Moran, who has lost 
her brother, ts listening in and is anxious 
to attend the performance, to look at 


She helps him out of

The murderer was a depositor 
in the uncle’s bank, who had lost his 
depositors’ money thru some crooked 
scheme. Everything’ clears up with a 
romance just starting between the magi- 
cian and the assistant’s sister. 


“The Modern Age” 
(MGM) 
At the Capitol 
Producer’s footage, 6,120. Time, 68 
minutes. 
(Release date, August 29) 

This latest Joan Crawford starring 
talkie is not the best of her more recent 
vehicles, tho it has plenty to hold the 
attention, except for a short while about 
midway in the film. The picture hits 
a slow tempo in that spot, and while 
planting towards a later climax it seems 
like a great deal of extraneous footage. 

The story contrasts the living and cus- 
toms in Paris of two groups of Ameri- 
cans—one the Puritanical, staid type, 
who have no quarter for others’ errors 
and who live what they believe rightecus 
lives in a smug complacency that almost 
borders on bigotry. The other group 
take Paris by the heels and whirl it 
about their heads with a wild abandon 
that draws criticism from those who 
do not mingle in their none-too-select 
social circle. ? 

Miss Crawford. with her hair a light 
blond, almost platinum, is good as 
usual. She has developed a dramatic 
talent that is hardly surpassed on the 
screen. In this she returns to more of 
her Dancing Daughter type of story, tho 
she is forced into uncomfortable situa- 
tions, not so much thru her own voli- 
tion as in trying to right the wrongs of 
another. The leading male support is in 
the capable hands of Neil Hamilton and 
Monroe Owsley. This Owsley boy literal- 
ly eats up the picture and makes the 
-character the outstanding one of the 
story, while Hamilton proves that he is 
a capable actor, excellent in whatever 
role is assigned him. Pauline Frederick, 
having her first big role on the screen 
in some time, is perfectly cast as the 
mother, playing the character with good 
restraint. Nick Grinde has done a nice 
piece of direction. 

The story is the work of Mildred Cram, 
with dialog by Sylvia Thalberg and John 
Meehan. Miss Fretiericks has the role 
of a middle-aged woman who has been 
living an easy life in Paris, with her 
gentleman friend furnishing the home 
et al. It is learned that she was di- 
vorced from a staid, Puritanica! husband, 
who was given the custody of their 
daughter. The father dies, and the 
daughter, 19 years old, arrives to be with 
her mother. Immediately they are 
drawn to one another, much to each 
other’s surprise. The mother has a fast 
set visiting her abode and the girl falls 
in with them. She happens to meet 
Hamilton, a rich chap, whose parents 
are rather strait-laced and immediate- 
ly there is a romance. He takes the girl 
to meet his folks and she in turn invites 
them to meet her mother. At an inop- 
portune time the fast bunch arrive, as 
does the mother’s paramour. Things go 
awry when Hamilton learns that the 
mother is being kept and that the house 
they live in is one of her lover’s gra- 
tuities. He tells the girl and she defends 
her mother. So they part. The mother 
does the self-sacrificing act and decides 


to return to her lover, pretending she 
cannot stand the cheap existence they 
have been forced into while the giri 
turns to another suitor. About that 
time Hamilton appears on the scene, 
realizes how cruel he and his. parents 
have been to the girl’s mother and im- 
mediately sets things right, with every- 
thing ending happily. 


“Waterloo Bridge” 
(UNIVERSALY 
At the Mayfair 
Producer’s footage, 6,931. Time, 77 
minutes. 
(Release date, August 29) 

Based on Robert Sherwood’s play of 
the same name, this turns out to be a 
good drama, laid during the period of 
the World War, and dealing with the 
effect that it had on two individuals 
rather than on nations. 

It is heavy drama with an unhappy 
finish, as shown here. However, the 
picture has been made with two endings. 
The other a happy one. James Whale 
handled the direction and has done a 
nice piece of work. Particularly im- 
pressive are the scenes of the bridge at 
night, with immense searchlights play- 
ing on the sky. He also has handled the 
warning of the Zeppelin raids over Lon- 
don, as the people rush pell-mell to 
shelter, with a finished touch. 

The type drawing of several of the 
characters is excellent. He also brings 
the London atmosphere, with its murki- 


‘ness and its tawdry habitues of the 


streets, to the screen with startling 
realism. 

Mae Clarke has the leading role, the 
best and fattest part she has yet had in 
pictures, and stamps herself by this 
effort as a player to be reckoned with. 
Kent Douglas is good in the leading 
male role, tho he has a stereotyped 
manner of reading lines, no matter what 
role he portrays. Ethel Griffes is ex- 
cellently cast in the role of an old 
Harridan rooming-house keeper. Federic 
Kerr, as usual, makes a character role 
of outstanding importance. Enid Ben- 
nett gives a good characterization to the 
role of the boy’s mother. 

Story starts in London on the final 
night of the elosing of a London theat- 
rical production, where Mae Clarke, as 
a chorus girl, bids her comrades good-by. 
Two years later, during the war, we find 
her a street walker, picking up a soldier 
or a civilian here and there. Miss 
Clarke is an American, and she meets an 
American soldier who is away on a leave 
of absence. He believes she is just down 
on her luck and does not understand 
her calling, the boy being only 19 years 
of age. Soon they have learned to love 
each other and the boy insists that she 
come down to the country place to meet 
his folks, as he intends marrytng her. 
At the estate the girl confesses to the 
lad’s mother what’ she has been and 
steals back to London. The boy, being 
called back to duty, seeks her out and 
insists upon marriage. She consents to 
the plan to get rid of him and then 
escapes. The girl’s landlady makes him 
understand that she is following an old 
profession. In spite of the revelation he 
rushes thru London streets looking for 
her. Finally he finds her on Waterloo 
Bridge, where he had first met her. 
Zeppelins are nearing London and the 
boy is rushed away by an officer, but 
not until the girl promises to marry 
him as soon as.he returns. Hardly has 
he left her when a bomb strikes the 
bridge, killing the girl. 


“The Dreyfus Case” 
(COLUMBIA) 

At Warners Theater 
Producer's footage, 8,311. Time, 92 
minutes. 

(Release date, not set) 

After 34 years this famous case comes 
to the screen as a talking picture. The 
film, produced in England and released 
in this country by Columbia, turns out 
to be an authentic document interest- 
ingly portrayed, bringing the highlights 
in the military ordeal of Dreyfus to the 
screen with impunity. , 

The religious persecution angle has 
not been stressed as it was during the 
course Of the trial. There are numerous 
incidents that are intensely dramatic and 
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tear-jerking. The picture has been nicely 
directed, tho its continuity_at the start 
is faulty, unless one is familiar with the 
trial. All of the famous characters that 
were named in the trial—Clemenceau, 
Fmile Zola, Esterhazy, Picquart and 
Dreyfus’ brother, Max, as well as his 
wife, appear in the film. Cedric Hard- 
wicke gives a nice characterization of 
Dreyfus, while Beatrixe Thomson, as the 
wife, and Charles Carson, as Picquart, 
also appear to advantage. 

Picture starts with Dreyfus sum- 
moned before the military authorities 
charged with espionage and high trea- 
son. At his trial secret documents are 
spoken of, but never brought in as evi- 
dence, and the tribunal finds #im guilty 
and sentences him to Devil’s Island for 
life. Four years later Emile Zola in- 
terests himself in the case, writing an 
editorial that brings Zola before the 
courts for libel. During this trial more 
evidence is unearthed to prove Dreyfus’ 
innocence. Then Esterhazy. thru the 
fighting spirit of Picquart, the one officer 
of the French forces who championed 
Dreyfus’ cause, admits trumped-up evi- 
dence. Dreyfus is brought back from 
the island for a second time and again 
secret documents are spoken of, but 
never produced, and he is sentenced to 
10 years in prison. Practically dying in 
jail, his brother, thru the aid of Clemen- 
ceau, gets the promise of a pardon if he 
will sign the request. At first Dreyfus 
refuses to stand up for a principle that 
if he signs the request he will be admit- 
ting guilt. He wants to be cleared. But 
his brother’s pleas for his wife and child 
prevail, and he is released. At the finish 
We see Dreyfus reinstated as a major in 
the French army and decorated with the 
cross of the Legion of Honor. 


“Night Life in Reno” 
(ARTCLASS) 
At Loew's New York 


Producer’s footage, 6,030. Time, 57 
minutes. 
(Release date, not set) 


The least said about this one the bet- 
ter. Trying to get an intriguing title, 
the producers have not rhyme or reason 
for the story. It is horribly amateurish 
in its dialog, direction and production, 
and, even tho some fairly well-known 
names appear in the film, there is noth- 
ing to redeem it. Cast includes Virginia 
Valli, Dorothy Christy, Dixie Lee, Car- 
melita Geraghty, Arthur Housman, Pat 
O’Malley and others. 

Story tells of a wife who fi&Mds her 
husband in another woman’s apartment 
and immediately sets out for Reno to 
get qa divorce. Another companionable 
divorcee introduces her into the high- 
lights of Reno night life.

“Their Mad Moment” 
(FOX MOVIETONE)

Producer’s footage, 5,161. Time, §7 
minutes. 

(Release date, July 12) 


Even the names of Dorothy Mackaill 
and Warner Baxter, supported by Nance 
O'Neil, Zasu Pitts, Lawrence Grant and 
Nella Walker, cannot make this anything 
else but a humdrum affair. The picture 
is based on a Saturday Evening Post 
story titled Basquerie. Story, however, 
did not lend itself to smooth screen 
adaptation, tho in the original it had 
color, romance and a touch of adventure. 
As it stands in its screen transcription 
it is tedious and takes on a semblance 
of much ado about nothing. Neither 
of the two featured players seem to feel 
their roles, both characters lacking con- 
viction. 

Story is laid on the Basque Coast of

“The White Devil’ 
(TALKING PICTURE EPICS)

Producer's footage, 6,944. 
(Release date, August 27) 

This film, produced by Ufa, is beauti- 
ful photographically, and massive from 
the standpoint of sets and hundreds of 
extras used in the various battle se- 
quences. It is by fat the biggest foreign 
production brought to America in some 
time. The scenes along the mountain 
side, as the Russian troops march gaily 
along while the opposing forces lurk 
in the crags and crannies, presents some 
truly interesting shots. 

The White Devil is based on Leo 
Tolstoy’s Hadschi Murat. Murat was a 
leader of his people and opposed the 
Czar and his soldiers, fighting for liberty 
and the love of a dancing girl. After 
numerous hairbreadth escapes which 
remind one at times of some of our 
Own produced Westerns he finally suc- 


* ceeds in winning his cause, as well as 


the girl. The story, however, has not 
been any too well continuized and at 
times one is doubtful as to just what is 
what.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Many 
songwriters, including those who 
have attained national prominence 
and those who afe known only 
locally, are trying to figure out 
just what is the ultimate aim of 
the SPA, new songwriters’ associa- 
tion, with some of them holding 
back from signing the applica- 
tions until after they have ob- 
tained a clearer conception of what it is 
all about. A query which is common 
among the group is: “What can I gain by 
belonging to the new society that I 
‘don’t get from the ASCAP?” 

On the other hand, those who have 
signed figure that famous writers like 
Edgar Leslie, Harry Warren, Joe Young, 
Irving Berlin and others would not af- 
filiate themselves with an organization 
of this kind unless it promised betier 
financial returns for the writers than 
they now receive. 

One feature which the new society 
evidently intends to correct is the 
division of the ASCAP’s revenue. One 
member when commenting on the sub- 
ject said: “Why should 50 per cent of 
this revenue be divided among ap- 
proximately 90 publishers, and the other 
50 per cent among about 700 writers? 
The writers produce the material which 
earns this revenue, and such being the 
case, publishers are not entitled to more 
than one-third, with the second third 
going ,to lyricists and the remaining 
third to composers.” 

All prominent members of the new 
society also are members of the ASCAP 
and signed up until 1935, which means 
they will have to turn over the small 
rights to the ASCAP and be satisfied with 
the 50-50 split, unless publishers sud- 
denly become good Samaritans or get 
panicky over what might happen in 1936 
and compromise on a new division. 

It is obvious to anybody fathiliar with 
the music game that the songwriters 
are out to control the various rights en- 
dowed in the copyright, the same as the 
author of a book does. And once the new 
organization obtains control there will 
be little or nothing for the ASCAP to do.

I know we are not, 
and we are playing some of our very best 
spots, and only doing a fair business at 
greatly reduced prices. Just what the 
people want is hard to guess. I believe 
if a manager had some special feature 
he would do business. It seems that we 
managers are all alike. We are not the 
generals we believe ourselves to be.

We have just 
routed ourselves wrongly.”

Ketcham & Cleveland 
adopt new policy to fight 
movie competition 


DENVER, Sept. 7. — When 
Ben H. Ketcham and George 
Cleveland reopen the Denham 
with stock September 12 they are 
going to inaugurate several radi- 
cal departures from customary 
theater practices.

a real comeback this fall,” says 

James Thatcher, veteran stock 
manager, who for 17 years was general 
stock manager for the 8. Z. Poli interests, 
operating from 6 to 10 stock companies 
every year. Discussing deductions he has 
made on stock and theater conditions 
in general during the last two or three 
years, he continues: 

“Stock manipulation to be successful 
in 1931 and during the immediate years 
to come calls for methods entirely dif- 
ferent from those spelling the capacity 
patronage we enjoyed during the last 15 
years. The fact that stock managers are 
awakening more and more to this 
realization is to me the best indication 
of a rebirth of successful stock.” 


The same schemes, business methods 
and selections of plays and players that 
sufficed in past seasons, according to 
Thatcher, would be ineffective today. 

“Years ago,” he says, “we had three 
classes of patronage to cater to in stock 
—the elite, the intermediate and the 
lower class. The lower class today read 
the tabloids and are being educated to 2 
highly seasoned.taste for underworld 
drama and sex pictures. They no longer 
find either kick or amusement in such 
shows as the ‘sweet home’ plays. The 
elite class come to your theater when 
you produce the Q’Neill plays and other 
highly evolved themes, They are a 
minority, of course.” 

Thatcher’s deductions would seem to 
leave only the intermediate class as the 
nucleus for stock patronage, but he goes 
on to explain: 

“The principal reason, to my mind, for 
a return to stock popularity is that the 
theater-going public is fed up on the 
talkies. It is against the pace of our 
times to expect an audience to sit for 
two hours and more “listening to fre- 
quently defective dialog with little or no 
action. The picture people will have to 
go back to at least 50-50 on dialog and 
action—or rather ahead of it.” 

Specifying the difference in methods 
of manipulating stock companies today 
@s against yesterday, Thatcher points 
out two distinct procedures: “The first 
is to sell your company thru civic or- 
ganizations for 10 weeks to start with, 
asking no financial aid other than their 
moral support, which would mean the 
promise to purchase two seats per mem- 
ber or more for the first 10 shows to be 
produced. To sell this idea one must 
have the sh@ws lined up before the 
campaign is started, also the company 
and the theater organization. Convince 
them that this is truly a civic iustitu- 
tion, which not only keeps the spoken 
theater alive and progressive in the 
city, but which takes little money out 
of the town, as actors and others spend 
néarly all they earn in the city. [If 
civic organizations will pledge 3,000 seats 
@ week a management is assured of its 
nut expense. :

“My second plan to get them in (and 
I must confess that, tho I do not per- 
sonally like it, I sometimes think it is 
the more feasible of the two) is to 
secure a large theatef, seating between 
1500 and 2,000 people, with 25-cent 
matinees and a 50-cent top at night.

Molded Gowns 
Demand Girth Control 


If fashion forecasts mean anything, 
and they do, it is going to be next to 
impossible for certain ladies to maintain 
their outlines and get into the new 
gowns and frocks. Next to impossible. 
my dear. Collections from Paris reveal 
the new and typical silhouette which em- 
phasizes the bust and molds the hips. 
One hundred per cent curves, and this 
means narrow waists, broad shoulders. 


Every fashion trick and angle is being 
used by designers to accentuate this sil- 
houette. Sleeves are cut wide at the 
shoulders to make waists appear smaller, 
and bodices are cut to reveal the outline 
of the bust. Several gowns glimpsed in 
the late collections have short but wide 
ruffied sleeves, which greatly emphasize 
the width of the shoulder and give a nar- 
tow effect to the girdle. > 


Now that we know about the slender 
Waist movement, those who haven’t one 
had better set about getting it or else 
decide to let style and fashion and the 
rest of the world go by for the present. 
There are few waists which will measure 
up to requirements, as they must be nat- 
urally slender and not made small thru 
corsets. The girl of today cannot do, as 
the dear, sweet things of the “naughty 
90s” did, the nifty but agonizing stunt 
of pulling in the stays until the waist 
showed proper mileage. Figures and sys- 
tems of today could not stand it and we 
wonder how in Heaven’s name our 
mothers and grandmothers stood it. 
From what we hear, they used to tie the 
corset-strings to the bedposts and then 
walk away. As they walked, the strings 
tightened and pulled in the waist. We 
are, thank goodness, past all that, but 
somehow we have to acquire the small 
waist to fit into style demands. So we 
go about it naturally, and there is only 
one method—exercise and proper dieting. 


Right here we want to stress the fact 
that exercise is of far more importance 
than dieting, especially for the person 
who wishes to reduce in spots. A good 
method to follow is to go on a two or 
three-day liquid diet of orange, fruit 
juices, clear broth and milk. After 
that eat all you desire, eliminating the 
fattening, unnecessary foods such as too 
much white bread, potatoes, starches and 
Sweets. Cut down on the butter supply, 
but keep up with your regular intake of 
other essential foods. Just a little sense 
and a little care is all that is necessary. 


Exercise is absolutely necessary and we 
are giving a few simple ones, which if 
followed faithfully morning and night 
will give you the slender waist to fit into 
the new frocks and gowns. 

Lying down, bring the right knee up 
to the chest, then bring back to flat po- 
sition on floor. Alternate using right 
knee, then use both legs in the same 
manner, raising up to the chest and 
bringing down to floor again. Do each 
one 20 times and later increase to 30 or 
40 times. 

Raise arms over head, then swing down 
to the floor. Stand with feet apart so 
that arms may be swung along the floor 
between them. This is an excellent bend- 
ing exercise for reducing the waist. An- 
other which slenderizes the waist and 
hips at the same time is to stand with 
feet apart, then swing right. arm over 
touching left ankle without bending the 
knees. Alternate using left arm and 
hand to touch right ankle. This exer- 
cise is a peach and most effective. 


A splendid exercise to reduce the hips 
and thighs is to lie on the right side.

Regrets From Kansas City 

Ever since Equity announced that on 
the last day of August it would transfer 
the records and the work of its branch 
office in Kansas City, Mo., to the Chi- 
cago office there have been expressions 
of regret from Kansas City and from 
those actors who were formerly served 
by it. And Equity regretted the move, 
too. for that office had been functioning 
for 10 years. 

But it was a necessary move, for busi- 
ness jn the tent and rep. field had been 
bad for more than two years and it 
wasn’t improving perceptibly. So many 
of the tent and rep. members of the 
association were behind in their dues 
that the Kansas City office had shown 
a heavy deficit. To keep it open longer 
would have meant another heavy draft 
on the dues of members in other 
branches of the legitimate theater and 
the Council did not feel justified in 
making it. 

But it does not mean that Equity has 
abandoned those members or that it will 
not continue to keep in touch with 
them as before. For W. Frank Delmaine, 
who has been with the Kansas City of- 
fice and its tent and rep. members 
since its inception, will continue to han- 
dle their work from the Chicago office, 
whose address is 1219-1220 Capitol 
Building. 

When conditions in the tent-rep. field 
appear to warrant its re-establishment, 
Equity will be happy to restore the of- 
fice to Kansas City. 


Statistics of Rep. Companies 


In these columns recently Equity re- 
ported on the stock companies. It is 
our intention this time to make a re- 
sume of the situation in the. repertoire 
or rep. companies. The line between 
stock and rep. companies, as Equity sees 
it, is this: 

The rep. company plays week or half- 
week stands, changing its bill for each 
performance. 

These statistics on rep. companies were 
compiled for Equity by Frank R. Dare, 
of the Chicago office, whose report on 
this phase of productions read: 

“There were 75 rep. companies in the 
United States and Canada during the 
season of 1930-’31. This is a loss of 
38.5 per cent from the preceding season. 

“Of these 75 rep. companies we have 
definite and accurate statistics covering 
the length of engagement of 16 com- 
panies. These 16 companies played an 
average of 129-16 weeks each. We rather 
believe this average is a fair one to be 
used as a basis for calculating the total 
number of weeks played by the 75 com- 
panies. Therefore using this 129-16 
weeks as a basis, the 75 companies 
would bave played a total of 9423-16 
weeks. As our statistics for the season 
of 1929-°30 showed 3,172 weeks as hav- 
ing been played, the season of 1930-’31 
shows 2 loss of 2,230 weeks’ work for our 
members with this class of attraction. 
‘These 75 companies, employing an aver- 
age of nine &cting members to each 


company, therefore used a total of 675 
people. Comparing the total number of 
people employed with the preceding sea- 
son we found 423 fewer were employed 
in the rep. field during the season of 
1930-'31. 

“As in the stock statistics we find 
that salaries were lower in the rep. field 
in 1930-’31, therefore we are compelled 
to use a $40 per week average instead 
of the previous average of $50. Based 
on: said $40 average, and omitting the 
fractional number from the average 
number of weeks played, it would mean 
that our members received the sum of 
$324,000 in salaries from rep. companies 
for the season of 1930-’31; said season, 
as now tabulated, being the period be- 
tween July 1, 1930, and June 30, 1931. 
During the season of 1929-’30 our sta- 
tistics showed total salaries amounted 
to $1,427,400, therefore the season of 
1930-’31 shows a financial loss to our 
members of $1,103,400.” 

Equity is sorry to have to record such 
a drop in the revenues of its members, 
tut it believes the figures deserve pub- 
lishing. 

Statistics on tent-show productions 
will be compiled as soon as that field 
ends its season, which still has some 
weeks to run.

Chorus Equity Assn.

Irving Finn is a patient in the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital, Boston. He 
would appreciate it if any of his friends 
who may be playing Boston would call 
on him. 

Douglas (Monte) Carter has an im- 
portant part in the picture version of 
Street Scene. 

Last May we referred one of our mem- 
bers who was ill to the Actors’ Fund for 
aid. The Pund gave her medical treat- 
ment, sent her to a seaside rest cure 
for three weeks, and is now sending her 
to the mountains for a month to com- 
plete her convalescence. 

Few of our members realize the won- 
derful work done for members of the 
profession by the Fund. It is difficult 
to give publicity to it, since considera- 
tion for the person who is down on his 
luck and must apply for aid makes it 
impossible to use names. Usually the 
person who has received such aid does 
not wish to tell his friends about it 
either. 

Membership in the Fund costs only $2 
a year. We hope you will never have to 
go to the Pund for help. If you don’t 
$2 is very little to give toward a fund 
which takes care of your less fortunate 
fellow workers. Chorus Equity has ap- 
plication blanks for membership in the 
Pund. We will be glad to take your 
application and forward it, with your 
$2 dues, to the Actors’ Pund. Why not 
start the new season by making the 
chorus of the company with which you 
are working 100 per cent members of 
the Pund? 


We have explained frequently one 
clause in our contract, but there are 
apparently @ number of members who 
still do not understand it. A contract 
signed two months or more before the 
opening date written in the contract is 


binding for at least two weeks after the . 


opening of the company. There is no 
probationary period. The manager must 
either avail -himself of the member's 
services for at least two weeks, begin- 
ning with the opening night, or must 
pay the member two weeks! salary and 
let him go. 

A contract signed for the second sea- 
son of the engagement is binding in the 
same way. Some of our members who 
have wished to break the contract in 
which only one of these causes operated, 
that is a contract signed for the second 
season, seemed to be under the im- 
pression that it had to be signed two 


months in advance as well. It does not, 
either clause together or alone ‘is binding. 

Second, there is nothing in the con- 
tract which allows the member to break 
it without the required two weeks’ 
notice by paying two weeks’ salary. The 
manager can do so—the member cannot. 
The reason should be perfectly clear. In 
signing the contract the manager agrees 
to pay the chorus member a stipulated 
salary. As long as he does so he is 
keeping the contract. The member 
agrees to give services, he does not agree 
to give money. The manager engages 
chorus people because he wishes them 
to perform on the stage, not because he 
wishes them to give him two weeks’ 
salary. The member accepts the employ- 
ment because he wishes the salary. 

You would not expect a manager to 
place a number of pay envelopes on the 
stage and explain to his audience that 
he was letting them 
envelopes instead of a chorus. 

No one is forced to accept any con- 
tract he doesn’t want. Don’t sign for 
@ second season of an engagement, or 
don’t sign two months before the open- 
ing date unless you are quite certain 
you want the engagement.

tional tabloids, refers to him in a two- 
column editorial because his “habit of 
thought is degenerate” “the blister on 
Broadway’s right heel.” Lou Holtz and 
William Gaxton, smashing records by an 
eight-week holdover at the Palace, New 
York, make all the censorship dictums of 
President Hiram S. Brown of RKO look 
ridiculous thru their inefficacy by the broad 
handling of ad lib. lines and business in their 
“Wild Bull of the Painpas” entr’acte piece. 
There are other indications, too numerous 
to mention here, that the Broadway sector 
of the legit and popular stage is being en- 
veloped in a mantle of such repulsiveness as 
to finally drive the decent element out of 
the ranks of theatergoers. 

We ponder over thi§ revivified trend of 
vulgarity, filth and exploitation of degener- 
acy. We examine carefully the commen- 
taries of the allegedly learned men who 
write on the drama and kindred arts. Thus 
far we have not found a satisfactory ex- 
planation of these phenomena. Unless. we 
conclude on our own accord that the 
“pansyisms” of Holtz and Gaxton and the 
obscenity of the uncensored skits and bon 
mots of Mr. Carroll’s latest “Vanities” are 
the convulsive writhings of a monster in its 
last stages of existence. For the sake of a 
theater built on principles of a higher moral 
caliber we hope this might indeed be close 
to the truth. 

Hollywood’s vulgarity; its frequent vio- 
lations of the most reasonable codes of 
decency in handling situations, despite the 
sweet-sounding phrases in Will Hays’ 
press releases, have had their effect on the

spoken drama. By now the squawk of the 
vaudeville actor forced to mercilessly cut 
his routine in accordance with the dictates 
of a circuit censor while a talkie being 
shown day and date with his act violates 
al! of the principles of reasonable censor- 
ship is an old Story. But one that can bear 
retelling. ; 

In his blurby volume, “Charlie Chaplin ; 
His Life and Art,” published several weeks 
ago, W. Dodgson Bowman gives us some 
clew, vague tho it be, to the motive behind 
vulgarity in film plays. It must be borne 
in mind, however, that Bowman’s reference 
is to Chaplin’s silent films. He has this to 
say: 

y There runs in his (Chaplin’s) work a vein 
of vulgarity which is only slightly manifested, 
but is apparent in all his photoplays, even in 
“City Lights.”” That this blemish, which is com- 
men to some of the best writers of drama, has 
been deliberately adopted cannot be doubted, for 
the majerity of these who see moving pictures, 
it is this Rabelaisian touch which gives spice to 
them and makes them appetizing. Those who 
frequent places of public entertainment know 
from experience that any display of vulgarity 
on stage or screen is always received by the 
audience with loud applause and bursts of 
hysterical laughter. This touch of vulgarity “that 
makes the whole world kin,’ Chaplin has 


cleverly exploited, and it has helped him to keep 
on terms with his tremendous audience. 


Bowman’s “loud applause and bursts of 
hysterical laughter” have often been in- 
terpreted by false prophets as the voice 
of the people. Down thru the ages the low- 
est classes have been the‘loudest vocally in 
their acclaim and denunciation. But there 
are still vast hordes of theatergoers who 
demand refined entertainment. Either show- 
men serve their needs or fail to serve them 
at all. Vulgarity is the resort of those whose 
limited talents Cannot otherwise stimulate 
public reaction. The great traditions of the 
American stage have not been built up by a 
long series of kicks in the pantaloons, and 
this applies as well to the future.

More Effective Comedy Will Restore 
Burlesque to Old Place on the Map 


HEN the discriminating moviegoer 
raises the query that there are so 
few pictures appealing to the intel- 

ligent patron and that it is hardly worth 
while attending the theater more than sev- 
eral times a year, they are reminded that 
the motion picture producer is not in- 
terested in producing for the’5 per cent who 
comprise the fastidious, but for the 95 per 
cent who include the great majority, morons 
and all. Earnings of the producers in the 
past prove them quite correct in catering 
to the clientele in the latter category. _ 

Inversely, however, the burlesque opera- 
tors are catering to a 5 per cent, more or 
less, of the 95 per cent who come under the 
classification of the great majority men- 
tioned above. This minority is naturally 
limited, and to a patronage whose numbers 
must of necessity er less rather than in- 
crease. The very foundation of civilization 
would have long since collapsed if this were 
not so. Why then, shouldn’t the burlesque 
folk endeavor to increase their field of 
patronage instead of discouraging any stray 
customer-that happens in? Why not try 
to bring him back? 

The idea that burlesque is not burlesque 
unless there is a strong dash of plain vul- 
garity is a fallacy that put’this form of en- 
tertainment on the rocks, and it is just be- 
ginning to float again. Properly presented, 
there is nothing vulgar about the human 
form. As a matter of fact it is a standard 
of beauty. Improperly presented all sorts 
of objections arise> But this end of the en- 
tertainment is not burlesque’s great draw- 
back. Far from it. Unfunny comics who 
depend upon an out-and-out smutty Jine for 
the laugh that fails to happen, is probably 
the most serious fault to be found in the 


average show. This is particularly true of 
stock companies. 

The late Marcus Loew said there was 
nothing more terrible in a theater than a 
situation or comedian that went flat at a 
time when it was understood by every 


+ patron as well as the others that the busi- 
, ness or comic was supposed to be funny. 


This demoralizing situation is getting to be 


, a regular thing in many burlesque houses. 


For one, the material used may be worn 


‘out, ragged. The chief reason is the lack 
of natural talent on the part of the so-called 
_ comics who take makeup, a costume and a 


dialect, and go thru a routine that is sup- 
posed to be funny and let it go at that. As 
the laughs are few and far between, they 
resort to a line that does not even come 
under the head of double entendre. Never- 
theless, if most of these lines were well re- 
ceived by the majority of the patrons, bur- 
lesque would do well. If they like it and 


‘are willing to come again and pay money 
for it, that is their business. 


But the laughs fail to come from more 
than a few and that is why burlesque is in 


‘dire need of more comedy. If stuff has to 


be blue, it must be cleverly presented ta 
really entertain both regulars and those who 
seek a thrill and are potential regulars. 
isn’t it possible to present a style of enter- 
tainment that will broaden the scope of 
patronage for burlesque and hold new- 


‘comers by reason of a good girl show, and 


comics who can get laughs without resort- 
ing to desperate lines? The admission price 
is reasonable; there are many poor movies, 
why isn’t this a good time for burlesque. to 
grab some of the disappointed movie patron- 
ege? They, say the road is dead, but it 
should be very much alive for burlesque if 
bnly burlesque itself were alive. With their 
comparatively small overhead the average 
troupe can enter cities, large and small, with 
good “flesh” entertainment, where cus- 
tomers are waiting, but who do not want 
to be unnecessarily insulted because the 
comedians are incompetent. 

When burlesque was'first introduced in 
this country it was clean, wholesome enter- 
tainment. Gradually it grew away from its 
original intent and finaily degenerated into 
its present state. The fine comics who ad- 
vanced into the field of vaudeville, musical 
comedy and motion pictures did not bank 
on raw stuff and certainly did not receive 
advancement on the strength of being un- 
duly dirty anymore than they are now-do- 
ing such stuff. 

Wherever the fault lies, whether with 
the comic himseli, the producer, or the in- 
dustry in general, burlesque will immedi- 
ately improve 100 per cent and increase its 
business accordingly it the mainstay of the 
shows do away with their shopworn scenes, 
refrain from repeating bits similar to those 
done by others and by all means do some- 
‘thing to inject real comedy into the show. 
Burlesque can't squawk now that the oppor- 
tunity is not here.

Reading the last issue and article of 
Robert N. Mayer regarding reviving the 
“strong-man act” with circuses, I agree 
with what he says and belicve an act of 
this kind would enliven the old circus 
spirit and the box office as well, as 
the wrestling acts in the concert with 
various circuses today do not seem to 
be a drawing card any longer and are 
only a joke. 

Mr. Mayer mentions in his article 
Warren Travis, one of the high-class 
“strong-man acts.” Will say that I was 
with the old John Robinson 10 Big 
Shows season of 1911 and Warren Travis 
was the outstanding feature of the big 
show performance. He was heavily 
billed as “The World’s Strongest Man.” 
A few of his stunts were: Lifting a plat- 
form on his back on which were 16 
men; lifting and shouldering immense 
dumbbells, not only shouldering them, 
but “with two men hanging on either 
end; lying on his back, supporting a 
runway in the form of a bridge with 
his feet, over which, horses passed; bend- 
ing bars of iron with his bare hands. 

These were only a few of his feats, but 
his act was a real attraction and fea- 
ture. He was a showman as well. In 
the concert he also allowed an auto- 
mobile containing four people to be 
driven over him. 

I do not believe Warren Travis has 
appeared with any circus since 1911, and 
if there are any “strong men” today 
who can duplicate his wonderful feats of 
strength’ and do them the way he did 
they surely would be a real feature with 
any circus.

The measly salary they offer 
would not pay a real act’s baggage haul- 
ing. It is a miracle how some of the so- 

They don’t 
ask for salary, but take what the agent 
gives them. It may be $1 or $2 a show. 
A four-people act may get $8, less com- 
mission. The woods out here dre full of 
amateurs. Any performer who thinks he 
can come out here and get a real salary 
is fooling himself. The climate is fine, 
but even an agent can't live on climate.

I noted in The Billboard of August 
15, unde? the caption “The Final Cur- 
tain,” the death of Gus Rapier, who as 
@ youth clowned with the G. G. Grady 
Circus. That notice rolled back the 
years to my boyhood days, when as a 
farmer boy I lived within a mile or two 
of the little village of Addison, Mich. 
(a village no larger today than it was 
60 years ago), and brought happy 
memories of my first circus.

Those advance billbdards had also ad- 
vertised that this great menagerie would 
show a “double-necked, six-legged bull.” 
And they did! 

Being a farmer boy, I was more or less 
familiar with bulls, and while I had seen 
bovines of the male sex whose necks were 
Teally as large as this gloriously touted 
“double-necked” baby, yet I had never 
seen any .with six legs. hence received 
mofe than my money’s worth—which was 
two-bits—in getting next to that bull. 

This marvelous coliection of entertain- 
ing features also boasted of a large cage 
of lion. It was a “massive” beast—at 
least it seemed massive 60 years ago. I 
also recall as tho it were yesterday the

“Stock ran on for years there and 
then came traveling companies with 
such stars as Mrs. Fiske, David Warfield, 
Pauline Prederick and many others.

Vaude Magician’s Complaint

About once a year I send in to your 
Publication my experience with chain 
theaters. I have a record of 22 years 
a showman, performer and operator 
My own shows, both on road and as 
owner of picture houses. The latter f 
was forced out by the combines that 
now threaten to eliminate al] competi- 
tion thru their powerful political pull. 

I have just finished an engagement 
with one of the most important chain 
theaters. Believe it or not, I produced a 
200 per cent increase in business over 
that possible five years ago. My per- 
centage was 95 per cent less for my 
work. In cther words, I received, accord- 
ing to the salary I was paid, just 5 
per cent of the money I created. Now 
it does not take a student of higher 
mathematics to figure out the future 
Possibility for the performer in the 
event of vaudeville staging a comeback. 

“You either take it or leave it” is the 
attitude of the powers-that-be. I am 
thru trying to make a living in my own 
country in the theaters until competi- 
tion again is revived. There is little hope 
of the performers getting anything fair 
in the way of salary for their ability or 
knowledge.

Try to operate a show in any town 
in the United States where a chain

Almost a 
week of rain thru Tennessee hurt busi- 
ness with the show slightly, but not 
greatly noticeable, Buchannon said. 

The show came into Birmingham Mon- 
day and proceeded to do very big busi- 
ness. At the evening performance de- 
mand for tickets was so great that the 
tent was unable to hold them and the 
show was forced to put on two perform- 
ances that night. 

Evidently Buchannon expects to con- 
tinue en tour as long as business holds 
up like this and the weather is with 
him. 


While in Tulcaloosa, Ala., last Satur- 
day, the tents were waterproofed. The 
show was in Birmingham over Sunday 
and the folks had a good time. A party 
was staged at the Alabama Thecter by its 
manager, Vernon Reaver, who was treas- 
urer for the show several years. u

“101”? Horses Located; Thompson 
Goes to Washington To Prosecute 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 5—W. M. 
(Egypt) Thompson, who was greatly re- 
sponsible for the safe return of the 101 
Ranch Show to Oklahoma, passed thru 
this city Tuesday, en route to Washing- 
ton, D. C., via Chicago. The 19 horses 
stolen while the show was in the nation’s 
capital have been located, he said, and 
the object of his trip there is to prose- 
cute those guilty. In addition to the 
horses Thompson said some show equip- 
ment also was stolen. 

In an interview with The Billboard 
representative, Thompson said he ;was in 
Richmond, Va., at the time the 101 
Ranch closed in Washington, D. C., and 
that he received a long-distance call from 
Fred Olmstead, a personal representative 
of L. H. Winch, and arranged with OJm- 
stead to go to Washington, D. C., tear 
the show down, pack it up and take it 
to Marland, Okla., which was done after 
striking many smMags. On the day of 
closing there were 725 employees on the 
show, according to Thompson. Con- 
tinuing he said: 

“This is the first time the owners’ side 
of the affair has been told. On my ar- 
rival in Washington I was informed that 
an injunction and restraining order had 
been issued, prohibiting any’and all em- 
ployees of the Western Shows Company 


from interfering with the removal of the 
property to Marland. The Western Shows 
Company leased from the trustee of the 
Miller Bros.’ 101 Ranch the entire equip- 
ment and paraphernalia of the 101 Ranch 
Wild West Show, therefore no liability 
could befall Col. Zack T. Miller, as it was 
purely a business transaction to lease 
these properties to the Western Shows 
Company, consisting of R. M. Harvey and 
Charles T. Boulware. 

“After many legal battles in Washing- 
ton, the court ordered the show shovid 
be removed from the District of Co- 
lumbia without interference from the 
employees of the Western Shows Com- 
pany. It would be well to remember 
that if the mortgagee, L, H. Winch, had 
seen fit to foreclose his mortgage, the 
show could have been removed from the 
circus grounds in 24 hours, but Mr. 
Winch did not foreclose his mortgage 
and has not foreclosed it at this time, 
as he was a personal friend of the en- 
tire Miller family. 

“For some two weeks in the Washing- 
ton newspapers I was featured on the 
front pages as a bad gunman employed 
to remove the circus. To this I can 
only reply that in my entire career in 
the circus business 1 have never owned

Wayne contemplates scenic 
site on St. Joe River 


FORT WAYNE, Ind., Sept. 5. 
—This city may have a new 
pleasure resort soon, to be known 
as Melrose Sport Gardens. It is 
now being planned by Fred L. 
Barthold and others, who have an 
option to lease for five years, with 
an option to purchase, a tract 
situated north of the city along 


the St. Joe River, just north and 
east of Parnell avenue bridge. | 


'The site is unequaled for the purpose 
and is considered ideal for a sport gar- 
den and recreation grounds, being se- 
cluded, having plenty of fine shade, be- 
ing high and dry overlooking the river, 
with more than 500 feet of river front- 
age, which may be converted into a fine 
beach. The site is so located that it 
would take only twenty minutes to reach 
it by street car from the heart of the 
city. It also can be conveniently reached 
by automobile.

The Farmer Boy Who Plowed a Long 
Straight Furrow Uphill 


Little did he suspect in April, 1904, 
when he entered the swing business that 
a rea si 20 of his life would be spent 


He was never known by the name of 
John or William, but it was always J. W. 
Ely or Will Ely. March 3, 1865, saw his 
birth at Jordanville, N. Y., the scene of 
his early life as a farmer, boy and a 
teacher, later as a mer t and near 
which he found his last resting place. 

He worked on his father’s farm and 
attended school until he had acquired 
all that the schoo] could afford when he 
became a teacher in the vicinity of his 
home for a time and then pursued his 
studies further at Chicago before teach- 
ing school at Aurora, Ill. In Chicago 
and at Aurora he absorbed the spirit of 
the West and became thoroly imbued 
with the desire to see and to know the 
great West, and for this reason became 
a Pullman conductor, running between 
Omaha and Denver and for a number of 
years from Omaha to Portland. Business 
had a stronger appeal than teaching or 
railroad work, and after learning he 
could succeed in it the’ ambition seized 
him to return to the village of his boy- 
hood days, where, with a partner, he 
conducted a general store for a number 
of years. 

At this time Traver and Uzzell were 
just establishing the swing business, 
with headquarters in New York City, and 
the writer placed an ad in The New York 
Herald for an additiona] man. That ad 
brought J. W. Ely to New York City, 
where he was engaged for a year and 
then sent to St. Louis, not only to place 
a machine on the exposition grounds for 
that season, but to remain for the sum- 
mer to take care of the prospective pur- 
chasers. At fhe conclusion of the fair 
he traded the large swing for a smaller 
one. He superintended the moving of 
the big one to White City, Chicago, and 
took the small 24-passenger swing to 
Nashville, Tenn., for the summer of 1905. 
In 1906 he bought three machines, plac- 
ing one’ of them in St. Joseph, Mo., the 
erection of which he supérintended him- 
self. He was there much of the time 
during the first year of its operation. It 
was there he met Evelyn Gates, whom he 
made his wife in 1908 and who survives 
him with three remarkable children, 
John William Jr., Woodson and Mary 
Katherine. The following spring he pur- 
chased more swings from the Traver Cir- 
cle Swing Company. In the fall of 1907 
he and Uzzell purchased all of the swing 
company and conducted it for 11 years, 
after which each then formed a company 
under their respective names, which 
companies are still in existence. 

He massed no great fortune, nor 
caused the applause of the world to rest 
upon him, but for a clean life devoted 
thruout his married life to his family 
he is not surpassed in the outdoor 
amusement world. 


The end came suddenly from acute 
indigestion and was a great surprise, 
especially to the park men who greeted 
him recently at the summer meeting of 
the New England park men at Salisbury 
Beach. The amusement park men were 
represented at funeral by Fred Ponty, 
R. N. Anderson and wife, T. Ganem 
and wife, Mr. and Mrs. R. S. Uzzell and 
Mrs. Uzzell's mother, Mrs. Laura Blaine.

Interest in Iowa Fair and receipts not regarded as dis- 
appointing, considering conditions—high quality of ex- 
hibits maintained—night show episodes are gorgeous 


DES MOINES, Sept. 5.-Old Man Depression appears to have 
had less effect upon the Iowa State Fair this year than pessimists 
predicted. In fact, it is hard to find any evidence of his presence 
in the thousands of exhibits, and only to a limited extent at grand- 
stand and on midway, where he has touched pocketbooks of patrons 


and caused them to tighten up on 
expenditures for entertainment. 
The 77th annual fair opened 
on Wednesday, August 26, and 
closed Friday, September 4. At 
the time this review was written 
(Monday) the fair was half over, and 
attendance figures for the first five days 
registered 146,010 as against 162,351 for 
1930, not at all a bad record when 
general conditions are taken into con- 
sideration. Grand-stand receipts were 
correspondingly off. : 

While no definite figures on the mid- 
Way were available, the rides and shows 
were doing very well. On Friday of last 
week, with 68,367 people registering thru 
the turnstiles, the grand stand was a 
sellout. The Saturday night show drew 
a fair turnout, tho nowhere near capac- 
ity. Weather was threatening Sunday 
and this, combined with the fact that 
many of the entertainment features were 
not operating, kept many people away. 
Nevertheless more than 24,000 turned 
out to hear the band concerts and tour 
the midway, where rides and funhouses 
were operating. ’ 


Concessions Are Fewer 


Exhibits, while in some instances less 
numerous than last year, are of high 
qualitys Horticultural and agricultural 
displays have not been affected adversely 
by unfavorable weather conditions, due 
to the fact that those portions of the 
State where such conditions have pre- 
vailed seldom contribute more than a 
very small percentage of the exhibits. 
The fruit show is a little short of entries, 
but quality is high. Vegetable exhibits 
are very good with the exception of a 
shortage in potato entries. There is a 
fine showing of live stock in all depart- 
ments, Four-H Club work makes as fine 
a showing as usual. Cash prizes offered 
in all departments this year total $133,- 
455.50. Of this amount $89,203 goes to 
live stock, $15,298 to 4-H Club work, and 
liberal amounts to other departments. 
Farm machinery and equipment exhibits 
are somewhat below those of 1930. 

Concessions are less numerous this 
year, in line with everything else, and 
while this no doubt considerably reduces 
the revenue to the fair, it is a boon to 
the concession people themselves, inas-~ 
much as it gives them a better oppor- 
tunity to make some money. The num- 
ber of eating concessions could still be 
reduced to advantage. 

The same efficient fair staff that has 
officiated for a number of years is again 
on the job. C. E. Cameron, president; 
J. P. Mullen, vice-president; A. R, Corey 
secretary, and F. E. Sheldon, treasurer, 
are the executives responsible for mak- 
ing the fair a leading exposition of the 
country. L. R. Pairall, advertising and 
publicity man, has done yeoman work 
in publicizing the fair. Sears McHenry 
is efficient head of the concession de- 
partment; public safety is in the com- 
petent hands of Car! Hoffman; John F. 
Griffin is superintendent of speed, and

lack of knowledge of the practical 
value of such a fair. But there 
was nothing dubious in the at- 
titude of another comparative 
youngster, Ralph E. Ammon, manager 
of the fair. He exuded such boundless 
optimism that the governor said: “All 
right; go ahead.” 

Wednesday when a Billboard repre- 
sentative visited the fair it was apparent 
that Ralph Ammon’s optimism was 
amply justified. Up to that time the 
attendance chalked up was 205,000 and 


_ with two days to go it appeared certain

that, given decent weather, last year’s 
record attendance of 283,000 for the 
week would be exceeded. Threatening 
weather on Wednesday—Governor'’s Day 
—cut down attendance and nipped Am- 
mon’s hopes of touching the 300,000 
mark total he had set as his goal, 
Nevertheless, he had already made a re- 
markable record for the first five days. 


Ammon’s Ideas Fruitful 


_* Paid admissions at the gate were high- 
er this year thin last, but the advance 
sale of tickets was lower. Greater com- 
munity co-operation was obtained this 
year thru Mr. Ammon’s plan of devoting 
each day to some particular group or 
nationality, Thus there were special 
days and special features for Germans, 
Swedes, Slovakians, and so forth. This 
proved a stimulant to attendance of 
Milwaukee people and appeared to have 
worked out nicely to adantage of the 
fair. 

Despite his youth Ralph Ammon has 
proved himself a thoroly capable State 
fair manager whose work has won hearty 
approval. A. W. Kalbus, associate man- 
ager, also has contributed largely to the 
fair’s success. And back of them stand 
Charles L. Hill, chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Markets, and 
William F. Renk and J. D. Beck, com- 
missioners, all of whom have given 
Messrs. Ammon and Kalbus every co- 
operation. Wyman S. Smith, publicity 
director, played an important part in 
putting the fair over, having planned 
and executed an extensive and well 
thought out publicity campaign. 

Fair Plant Compact 

The Wisconsin State Fair is one of the 
most compactly arranged fair plants in 
the country. It is not necessary to hunt 
over all creation to find this or that 
department. The more important ex- 
bibits and fair departments are con- 
veniently located on two main thoro- 
fares and every building -is plainly 
labeled. Buildings are all of substantial 
construction and well kept. Grounds are 
beautifully landscaped, with attractive 
groves where one may rest in comfort. 
For those who wish to spend several 
days at the fair ample camping grounds 
are provided. A huge concrete grand 
stand takes care of tens of thousands 
who want to view races and shows. A 
splendid coliseum is provided for the 
horse show and like events. 

Mr. Ammon stated that exhibits in al- 
most all departments are as large this 
year as last. Wisconsin has been in 
very fine shape as far as agriculture, 
horticulture and live stock are con- 
cerned, and the splendid quality of the 
State’s products in these lines was well 
exemplified in thousands of exhibits. 
The horse show in the Coliseum showed 
some of the finest horse flesh to be found

anywhere. Five and three-gaited saddle 
horses were shown; also military classes, 
children’s classes, polo ponies, hunters 
and jumpers. This year’s fus show had 
an extensive exhibit of foxes, rabbits and 
other small fur-bearing animals. Espe- 
cial interest was shown in the dog show 
and despite the fact that an extra 10 
cents was charged the attendance was 
large. 

Live stock, agricultural and horticul- 
tural exhibits all were large and of 
splendid quality. Exhibits of 4-H Ciub 
work also were extensive and rhowed in 
striking ways various phases of home 
and community building. 


La Follette Presents Cups 


An auto show was held for the first 
time in seven years and attracted keen 
interest. Exhibits of the various State 
institutions were varied and interesting. 
The Milwaukee Society of Model En- 
gineers had an extensive showing of air- 
plane models that attracted much atten- 
tion. There also was an airplane show 
showing full-sized planes. Wisconsin 
Federation of Music Clubs put cn enter- 
taining and instructive demonstrations 
three times daily in the little theater, 
showing work that ts being done toward 
awakening an appreciation of good 
music. Each afternoon there also were 
folk songs and dances by various foreign 
groups, and on Sunday afternoon a 
choral concert of 1,000 voices accom- 
panied by the Milwaukee Philharmonic 
Orchestra, Frank L. Waller conducting. 

Numerous bands gave daily concerts 
in various parts of the grounds. Among 
bands participating were J. J. Richard's 
Band, which furnished music for the 
grand-stand shows; Holton-Elkhorn 
Band, of Elkhorn; Combined County 
Band, Milwaukee; Holley’s Band.

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Ohio State Thrives During 
Maze of Political Clashes 


Governor stands by Director Guthery in row over Murphy 
Shows, which claim big loss in revenue—attendance 
well up with 1930 figures—“white way” is featured 


COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 5.—The Ohio State Fair, August 31- 
September 5, got away in a blaze of glory after several days of 
hectic battling among fair officials with attendant charges of 
scandal and politics. Business was far over that of last year up to 
and including Thursday night despite the fact that an all-day rain 


Wednesday held attendance for 
that day far below normal figures. 
Officials figured Thursday’s crowd 
at better than 85,000, which would 


be a new record for any one day 
at an Ohio State fair. 

It took Governor George White more 
than a day to straighten out the warring 
factions and settle disputes which arose 
even before the fair actually opened. 

White was called back from a trip to 
Cleveland Wednesday after I. S. Guth- 
ery, State director of agriculture, had be- 
come involved in numerous charges of 
petty politics with Charles M. Beer, his 
assistant and director of the fair. 


Governor Upholds Guthery 

After several sessions with both parties 
White announced very emphatically that 
Guthery was the actual head of the fair 
and as such was responsible for “any- 
thing and everything that took place on 
the grounds.” 

Arriving at this decision, White put 
in the remainder of the day at the fair, 
himself, Thursday, known as “Governor’s 
Day.” 

The feature of this day’s activities, the 
Governor’s Cup race for three-year-old 
trotters, afforded him much pleasure. 
The trot was won by McGreggor, and 
White presented the owners, Crawford 
and Peters, Cincinnati, with the $2,000 
purse as well as the Governor’s Cup. 

The opening shot in the scandal was 
fired early Monday morning, almost be- 
fore the fair opened, when Guthery 
“fired” LeMar Funston after a wrangle 
of several hours regarding employment of 
ticket sellers and ticket takers. 

Punston has been in charge of the 
ticket vending at the fair for the past 
six years and previously to that was 
treasurer of the B. F. Keith Palace 
under the Billy Prosser regime. 

Guthery charged that Funston had 
hired 46 men to sell and take tickets 
and had refused to accept the men orig- 
inally sent him. Ninety men had been 
turned over to Funston by Guthery Sun- 
day night, and Monday morning 46 were 
replaced by Funston “Because they ap- 
peared late.” 

Guthery immediately asked for Pun- 
ston’s resignation, It was received after 
he was given a receipt for the tickets 
he was charged with. 

William J. Hiler, of Columbus, was 
then named in Funston’s place. He in 
turn was removed from this pcsition, 
Wednesday, and C. F. Wendorf, who has 
been holding the position of State Fair 
auditor, was placed in charge of all 
tickets for fairground attractions. Hiler 
was placed in the State fair auditor's 
Office. ' 


Murphy Shows Hard Hit 


The second major clash occurred Mon- 
day afternoon when D. D. Murphy, St. 
Louis, Mo., owner of 16 shows and 14 
rides booked into the fair, charged that 
petty politics and inefficiency were ramp- 
ant on the fairgrounds this year and 
that “despite previous contracts, he had 
not been permitted to set up his shows 
on the ground.” His riding devices had 
been set up. 

Here again Guthery ran into the brunt 
of the charges. State Fair Manager Beer 
had signed the contract with Murphy 
and according to Murphy had agreed 
that the showman use all his devices. 


Guthery then turned down Murphy 


with the claim that the contract was not 
valid because it did not hold his signa- 
ture as well. 

When Murphy arrived with his equip- 
ment, he found only one-fourth the 
needed space had been allotted for his 
men and equipment and that officials 
on the ground would not permit erection 
of any of his shows. 

Early Tuesday, by a hasty compromise, 
he was permitted to put three of his 
16 into operation. 

Murphy stated that he could obtain no 
satisfactory reason for refusal of the 
officials to abide by their agreement and 
estimated that the action would cost 
the State board $10,000 thru loss of per- 
centage on revenue from the shows. 

He asserted that he had 300 men at- 
tached to his shows alone and that all 
would be unable to work and that 16 
wagons loaded with equipment could in 
no manner be used because of the dis- 
agreement. 

He also stated that other concessioners 
on the ground had complained to him 


as well as to the fair director about 
policies of the fair officials in 1unning 
the event this year. 

Attendance for the opening two days 
of the fair was far above last year’s 
figures despite inclement weather Tues- 
day night. 

Continuous rain Wednesday, however, 
put a terrific crimp in figures for that 
Gay and undoubtedly will have much to 
do with putting the full week’s figures 
at the most no higher than they were 
in 1930. 


Veteran Driver Set Down 
Harness races were held daily except 
Wednesday, when they_were canceled due 
to rain at the old race oval constructed 
in 1888. Purses for the winners averaged 
$1,200. They were well attended each 
afternoon and Wednesday’s card was car. 
ried over to Saturday, when it was ex- 
pected an all-time record for race at- 
tendance at the fair would be set. 


Here again discord reigned when Bill 
Squier, veteran Springfielder, drove Miss 
Baroness Watts in the first heat of one 
of Tuesday’s events and was suspended 
for the remainder of the 1931 racing sea- 
son at its conclusion for “conduct detri- 
mental to racing.” 

Squier and Dr. Hugh Parshall, Urbana, 
had exchanged heated words in the 
stretch drive and at the conclusion of 
the heat the former, it is alleged, de- 
liberately struck the Urbanan three times 
with his whip as the field passed the 
grand stand. 

Parshall is owner of a noted string of 
harness racers, including the winner of 
the 1930 Kalamazoo purse. —~ 

The Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus re- 
placed the pageant and fireworks pro- 
gram of the previous years. 

Attendance of this feature proved far 
ahead of the business enjoyed by any 
of the major attractions on the ground. 
The event was put on in open air in the 
center of the race track area, with the

KANSAS 
(Continued from last issue) 

Section 8. Whenever in the opinion of 
the board of county commissioners of any 
county in this State the agricultural 
and industrial interests of such county 
can be advanced by the establishment 
and maintenance of a county-owned and 
operated free fair, and a petiticn to the 
same eilect signed by 25 per cent of 
the landowners of such county is pre- 
sented to the board of county commis- 
sioners therefor, it shall be the duty of 
the board of county commissioners to 
submit to the voters a proposition to 
purchase a fairground, and if a majority 
of the votes cast on that proposition 
shall be favorable to such purchase it 
shall be the duty of the board of county 
commissioners to purchase such grounds: 
Provided further, That when any county 
has purchased a fairground as provided 
herein, or when any county has pro- 
vided a suitable fairground, either by 
lease, devise or otherwise, the board of 
county commisisoners shall annually at 
the time set by law for making levies, 
levy a tax for the erection, maintenance, 
upkeep and repair of the equipment, 
Luildings and improvements thereon, the 
care of the grounds and the payment of 
premiums and rewards and actual ex- 
pense of Operating the fair, exclusive of 
the expense of purses and compensation 
for all purely entertainment features and 
racing, in a sum not exceeding one mill 
on the dollar for counties having an 
assessed valuation of less than $30,000,- 
000, and in a sum not exceeding one- 
half mill on the dollar for counties hav- 
ing an assessed valuation of $30,000,000 
or more. Before and until the income 


from any fair tax levy authorized by this 
act is available the county commissioners 
may make the appropriations necessary 
to provide the aid specified in sections 
& and 8 of this act from the general 
funds of the county, and shall have 
power to replace such appropriations 
from the general funds by transferring 
an equal amount from the fair aid funds 
when available: And provided further, 
That no charge shall be made for access 
and admission entrance to exhibits com- 
peting for premiums at any fair operat- 
ing under the provisions of sections 8 
and 9 of this act. 

This year there are but three fairs In 
Kansas which receive State aid. The 
Kansas State Pair, located at Hutchin- 
son, is a State institution and is handled 
thru a fair board consisting of the mem- 
bers of the State Board of Agriculture 
and its secretary. Whatever money is 
received thru the operaticn of the fair 
goes into the State treasury and is paid 
out towards expenses and premiums. In 
addition this year the State Pair will 
receive thru action of the State Legis- 
lature, $15,000 for maintenance of build- 
ings and grounds and for miscellaneous 
uses, $5,000 for boys and girls’ club work 
and yocationa] agriculture, $2,500 for ad- 
ditional prize money for Kansas live 
stock and $1,000 for the encouragement 
of the Kansas poultry industry. The 
Kansas Free Fair Association at Topeka 
will this year receive by an appropriation 
thru the 1931 session of the Legislature, 
$15,000 to aid in meeting the expenses 
of the fair. The Kansas National Live- 
Stock Show Asscciation at Wichita will 
receive a like arhount to be ured in the 
payment of premitu:ms of said show.

During 
the first day many concessions were 
forced to remain closed because of in- 
clement weather. 

Many fair officials from other States 
were in attendance, among them Pred 
H. Chapman, manager of the Michigan 
State Fair; Mrs. Blain T. Toleman, board 
of managers of the Pennsylvania State 
Fair; Edward Walston and O. E. Felton, 
of the Indiana State fair board. 

Live-stock exhibits proved popular 
thruout the week. Sheepshearing con- 
tests always drew tremendous crowds as 
did the various team-pulling events. 

Vegetable and flower exhibits also were 
well attended and received special atten- 
tion from the newspapers. The dog and cat 
shows also were popular. The mechanics 
and airplane displays were daily congre- 
gating places for thousands, while a 
public dance layout proved popular for 
both young and old during day and 
night. 

The majority of the larger firms of 
the State, as well as the best Columbus 
and nearby territory business establish- 
ments, had display room in the various 
fair buildings. 

Attendance figures for the first four 
days of the fair were: Monday, 48,000; 
Tuesday, 56,000; Wednesday. 58,000; 
Thursday, 85,000; a total of more than 
240,000 for the period.

Initial North Montana Fair 


At Great Falls Big Success 


Attendance for 5 days totals more than 126,000—grand- 
“ stand show, featuring Young’s revue, great draw—public 
wedding broadcast—Dodson’s Shows pull heavy crowds 


GREAT FALLS, Mont., 


Sept. 5.—Total attendance for the 


five days of North Montana Fair, staged for the first time this year, 
was more than 126,000. Management declared it the greatest finan- 
cial success in 50 years of fair history in the Treasure State, all 
indications of depression being blown to the four winds. More than 


29,000 persons -passed thru the 
gates on opening day and more 
than 33,000 on the last day. Al- 
tho rain and chilly weather were 


experienced on the third, more 
than 19,000 took their places in the 
grand stand and bleachers. 

Success of the initial North Montana 
Pair must be largely attributed to the 
untiring efforts of Harold F. DePue, for- 
mer secretary of Richland County Fair. 
DePue came to Great Falis about 10 
months before the fair and built what 
promises to be one of the outstanding 
expositions in the Northwest. 

A public wedding staged the closing 
night drew the largest crowd ever at- 
tending a matrimonial ceremony in the 
United States, according to Ernie Young, 
manager of the big fhusical revue, 
Spanish Nights, which drew thousands 
every night of the fair. The wedding 
was likewise the first to be broadcast 
over radio, a special hookup having been 
secured over Station KFBB, which covers 
all of Montana and parts of neighboring 
States. It was estimated that all of 
100,000 persons heard the contract wofds 
spoken by the bride and groom. 

More than 400 head of beef cattle were 
on exhibit in the large new pavilion and 
there were close to 300 head of dairy 
animals. More than 10 States sent ex- 
hibits. Similar exhibits were recorded 
in the swine department, the sheep 
department and the poultry department. 

Young’s revue was one of the greatest 
night entertainments ever witnessed in 
this part of the country. The talented 
performers immediately won the ap- 
proval of the thousands that crowded 
the stands and standing space in front 
of the huge stage. Young was respon- 
Sible for the public wedding, which was 
performed in connection with one of his 
revue numbers. 

Jack Brancil, who has the trained and 
talented dogs, Jack and Jill, flew to 
Great Falls as a compliment to the ini- 
tial North Montane Fair. Brancil staged 
two or three acts with his canines and 
took part in the Young revue one night. 

Dodson’s World’s Fair Shows, which oc-

_ALINCINNATI, Sept. 4—Two newspaper editorials made their 
appearance lately in New Bedford, Mass. One of them was headed 
“Keep Money in City,” the other, “More Than a Dog License.” The 
former was principally against ¢arnivals exhibiting in the city under 
auspices. One of the statements: “The great portion of all money 


spent at such professional gather- 
ings goes directly out of New 
Bedford.” The other was “slam- 
ming” to both carnivals and two 


circuses exhibiting at Bedford at. 


close interval. In an “open letter,” in a 
later edition of New Bedjfcrd Times, 
William Silver, resident of New Bedford, 
took marked exceptions to the printed 
reference to “circuses.” In the_same 
edition, Robert Kravetz, 54 Mt. Vernon 
street, New Bedford, gave a far different 
view than the editorials presented for 
public reading. The “open letter” of 
Kravetz, as it appeared in the paper, 
was as follows: 

“Editor of The Times. 

“Dear Sir: Your extemporaneous edi- 
torial entitled ‘More Than a Dog License,’ 
in Friday’s Times, has compelled me to 
censure you on your opprobrious at- 
titude in regard to the carnivals and 
circuses removing our people’s funds 
from the city with incident harm to our 
merchants’ business. 

“Only an obtuse person does not realize 
that chain stores, chain theatérs, mail- 
order concerns, etc., are discretionary in 
that respect to a higher degree. It 
would be as ridiculous to advocate the 
suppression of all chain systems and the 
barring of all enticing mail-order cata- 
logs, etc., as a panacea for our ills, on 
account of the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars that are drawn out of town from 
the resident public toruout the year. 
Only a small percentage of their vast 
receipts are utilized here, with im- 
perceptible benefit to the city. Any 
banker will prove my statement. 

“I have noted that the carnivals which 
were located here in the past carry a 
personnel of 50 to 75 persons, and dur- 
ing their usual week’s program they 
occupy our hotels and lodging houses, 
spend liberally for food, clothing, amuse. 
ments, transportation, auto supplies, etc., 
with resultant benefit to our business 
people, which does leave an impressive 
amount of their earnings IN TOWN. 

“Is it also necessary to assume & 


* malignant attitude against all carnivals © 


on account of a disagreeable incident 
experienced by a local association, which 
lent its name to one a few weeks ago? 
There are countless carnivals noted for 
their unimpeachable business methods. 
“After due scrutiny, I hope the facts 
I have set forth will cause you to realize 
that you did not show the omniscience 
customarily in your editorials.

Showman Is 


Fatally Shot 


Jack Holmes, Dodson Shows, 
dies few hours after being 


wounded—gun user in toils 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 4—Reported from 
Great Palls, Mont., that Jack Holmes, of 
Hattiesburg, Miss., well-known showman 
and member of Dodson’s World’s Fair 
Shows last five years, was shot and fatal- 
ly injured last Saturday morning, al- 
legedly by Walter Handy, colored rousta- 
bout, just before show left Great Falls 
for its next stand. Holmes died in a 
hospital three hours after the shooting. 
According to report, witnesses stated 


. about as follows: Handy came into the 


dining car “abusively drunk” and start- 
ed cursing. Holmes told him to stop 
cursing or get out of the car. Handy 
resented this and after a short argument 
he was forcibly ejected by , Holmes. 
Within a few minutes Handy re-entered 
car, gun in hand and fired point blank 
at Holmes, saying: “I got you now, Mr. 
Jake.” Shot struck Holmes in forehead 
and emerged from back of head. Gun 
was an obsolete model “45” supposedly 
taken from one of the display models in 
the Outlaw Show. Handy ran out of the 
car after the shooting, pursued by sev- 
eral members of the show, also a rail- 
road detective who fired six shots at him. 
Arriving at the river the man jumped 
in and sank, but was pulled out by his 
pursuers and taken to county jail. 

At the trial, Saturday afternoon, 
Handy is said to have pleaded guilty, 
claiming that he did not intend to shoot 
to kill, but’ to scare. He was given a life 
sentence. 

Holmes’ body was prepared for ship- 
ment to Hattiesburg, Miss. for inter- 
ment. He is survived by his wife and 
one son, also two brothers, prominent 
lawyers of Hattiesburg and Meridian, 
Miss.

composed of one musician, a Violin 

player, Jim Branson, also colored. 

The performance consisted of the 
usual first-part circle, and the first part 
lasted about two hours. 

The olio or second part was made up 
of Negro acts, consisting of Scenes in a 
Lunatic Asylum, The Haunted Hotel, 
Razor Jim, Hawkshaw the Detective, etc. 
Roe Wood and Charles Owsley did a 
dancing specialty; W. S. Cleveland did a 
monolog, and the Honey Creek Quartet, 
composed of Vogel, Snyder, Connor and 
Wilson, rendered some of the old plan- 
tation selections and were the outstand- 
ing hit of the show. 

«The scenery consisted of two bed 
sheets strung on a wire from one side 
of the hall to the other, and it was “a 
grand scenic production”. We gave a 
concert in front of the theater before 
the performance. Jim Branson played 
the violin and the quartet sang. As we 
had advertised a grand free concert in 
front of the hall at 7:30 p.m., there was 
a large gathering present to hear the 
concert. The entire company appeared 
in blackface. At that time prepared 
cork was an unknown thing, so the boys 
picked up pop-botjle corks from the rear 
of the saloons afid burned them and 
used them to black up with. 

As conditions in Chillicothe at that 
time were not very good, I decided to 
make the prices in keeping with the 
times, so I made the prices for children 
5 cents and for adults 10 cents. As 
Kresge and Woolworth were unknown at 
that time, I also take credit for intro- 
ducing the 5-and-10. 

I am pleased to say we played to 
S. R. O. and the performance was pro- 
nounced by all present to ,be the best 
that had ever been given in the hall. 
I guess that was the only one ever given 
in the hall. — 

After I saw the number of people in 
the hall I concluded te give the boys a 
big blowout after the show. When the 
performance was over and the audience 
had dispersed TI, being eager to know 
how much money we had played to, 
found the man’ that sold the tickets and 
inquired of him how much money he 
had taken in. To my great surprise he 
said we played to $1.15 gross. I was 
dumfounded and asked how all the 
people got in. He said they told him 
they were the members and families of 
the volunteer fire department and he 
passed them in free. So there was no 
banqu®. 

Strange to say, every boy that took 
part in that show made his mark in 
the show business. W. S. (Billy) Cleve- 
land owned three of the biggest minstrel 
shows on the road, two white and one 
colored. W. P. Fay was the general 
agent of Weber & Field’s Variety Show 
when they were in their prime. Later 
Fay was secretary and treasurer and 
one of the stockholders of the Brooklyn 
Billposting Company. Billy Connor 
played the part of Spike Hennessey in 


Litt & Davis’ Stowaway. James Fay was 
on the advertising staff of all of the big 
circuses. George Fisher was general 
agent Barlow & Wilson’s Minstrels. Billy 
Snyder played the part of Still Bill with 
J. C. Lewis’ Si Plunkard Company; also 
played flute and piccolo in the band 
and orchestra. Al Wilson was manager 
of Huber’s Museum on 14th street, New 
York City. Roe Wood went to Australia 
with Hicks & Sawyer’s Colored Minstrels. 
Charles Owsley went to Eurofe and was 
one of the dancing sensations in the big 
music halls. Ott Abrams owned a barber 
shop in Columbus, O. 

Abrams & Vogel’s Big Jubilee Minstrels 
opened and closed on the same night. 
John W. Vogel is the only living member 
of this company.

New Orleans, for Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Georgia, South Carolina and 
Florida. No. 7—E. L. Beckenbaugh, 
Hagerstown, Md., for Maryland, Virginia, 
West Virginia and North Carclina. No. 8 
—W. W. Dunkle, South Bend, Ind, for 
Indiana, Ohio, Michigan and Pennsyl- 
vania. No, 9—Frank Littlefield, Glou- 
cester, Mass., for Massachusetts, Vermont, 
New Hampshire and Maine. 

General Chairman Hildreth will con- 
tinue to look after national legislation, 
but he has asked to be relieved of State 
matters. As, in times of depression, he 
points out, it is possible for State Legis- 
latures to look upon the “stranger within 
the gates” as a legitimate sourée of ex- 
cessive taxation and, anticipating such 
unfair legislation, which would probably 
be reflected in increased licenses, etc., 
the decentralization has been brought 


, about. All of the members of the legis- 


lative committee have done splendid 
work in the nearly two years of the com- 
mittee’s existence, according to Hildreth, 
and it is these members who have been 
named as chairmen of their respective 
districts. They, in turn, will appoint 
other Circus Fans to assist them. 

In concluding his second annual re- 
port, and in suggesting a proposed 
course of action, which later was ap- 
proved by the association, and under au- 
thority of which he has made the im- 
portant changes listed’ above, Chairman 
Hildreth stated: we 

“May I be permitted to say that the 
work of the legislative committee is 
something like that of the frog that en- 
deavored to get out of the well by climb. 
ing two feet and. slipping back one. 
Vicious legisiation is never defeated, it 
is only postponed. Defeat. of a vicious 
bill in one session of the Legislature 
simply means that the fight has to be 
waged again in the next session. Hostile 
legislation affecting the circus indirectly, 
and’ vicious legislation affecting it di- 
rectly, may be expected for years to come. 
The work of the legislative committee is 
increasing to such an extent that it is 
beyond the capacity of one chairman to 
handle. . 

“Because of the increasing difficulty of 
the work, it is suggested and recom- 
mended that the legislative committee, 
as such, be abandoned and that in its 
place there be appointed regional com- 
mittees, each in charge of a chairman, 
and each committee having entire con- 
trol of the work in its own territory. 
Legislation of a national character could 
be handled at Washington, but it is im- 
possible for the committee to properly 
function with but ene chairman. In 
order to make the suggestion concrete, 
it is recommended that the entire coun- 
try be divided into districts and each 
district have its legislative committee 
which will investigate all cases of hostile 
legislation within its jurisdiction and 
act accordingly. 

“The Circus Fans’ Association can offer 
no greater service to the circus as an 
institution than to protect it against 
those outside influences endeavoring to 
destroy it because it is a welcomed and 
appreciated amusement.” 

It is the belief of Hildreth that the 
decentralization, as authorized by the 
association and as put into effect, will 
enable the legislative committee to more 
efficiently serve the circus, both railroad 


and motorized, during the critical years 
to come.

As pay dirt from the Hollywood gold 
coast, Edward G. Robinson pans out as 
ttle more than mud to RKO as an act 
and much less than expected as a ‘b.-o. 
draw. He is in the category of a $5,555 
flop and simply because of poor judg- 
ment on his part in not doing an act 
an on RKO’s part in not demanding to 
see an act before giving him contracts 
calling for seven weeks’ work. 

Robinson has proved himself a Class 
“A” performer on the stage and screen, 
and in the latter field has built up a 
terrific following thru the portrayal of 
gangster roles. With all of that, how- 
ever, he has not broken any house rec- 
ords on his present tour. 

The “name’s” vaude showing falls in 
the category of a personal appearance 
broken up by shots from pictures the 
majority of his audiences have already 
seen.

strike, however, failed to tie up transfer 
of scenery, since the union has been 
handling the business itself, charging the 
same prices that have been in force 
among the transfer concerns. 

Representatives of the opposimg fac- 
tions met Thursday and Friday before 
A. J. Portenar, chief mediator of the 
Department of Labor, and discussed dif- 
ferences. Charles A. Connelly, Eugene 
Walton and Harry S. Schumer repre- 
sented the ATTA, Joseph A. Bryant and 
John Roach the TTOA, and Martin 
Lacey the union. It was agreed to arbi- 
trate the contract section under dispute, 
and to that end the ATTA appointed Dr. 
Henry Moskowitz of the League of New 
York Theaters as its arbitrator, and 
TTOA appointed Major James Donovan. 
The union has not as yet selected its 
representative. 

Aside from the agreement to arbitrate, 
the contract dispute and the selection 
of sections to come before the arbitra- 
tion board, the conferences. made one 
important step forward. Section 7 of 
the contracts which Local 817 has with 
both of the owner organizations, at the 
suggestion of Portenar, has been changed 
to read: “Any dispute arising under the 
terms of this contract shall be submitted 
to a Conciliation Board composed of 
equal members from both parties to the 
contract. Should the Conciliation Board 
thus created be unable to adjust the 
dispute, such dispute shall then be re- 
ferred to an arbitrator to be mutually 
agreed pon. No strike or lockout shall 
take place during the life of this con- 
tract.” 

Thus, once the differences are ironed 
out and new ccntracts signed, there- will 
be provision for arbitration, and a com- 
plete avoidance of strikes or lockouts 
that might tie up theatrical hauling. 
The League of New York ‘Theaters, in its 
negotiations with stage labor groups, has 
consistently sought some form of arbi- 
tration agreement with «hem. 

Different versions of *he contractual 
points unger dispute are given by the 
owners and the union. One of the chief 
items is the broken time rate, which, 
the owners claim, is $4 am hour before 
noon, $1.50 an hour from noon to 2 p.m, 
and $2 an hour thereafter; the owners 
wanting to change it to a straight $2. 
Lacey, however, denies that the rates 
given are accurate. Broken time, he 
states, 1s paid at a rate of $2.50 an hour 


for the first two hours, and $3 an hour 
thereafter. 

Similar discrepancies on statcments of 
fact occur thruout. The owners object 
to the union rule that a man on a eight- 
hour day may work on only two loads, 
while Lacey says there is no such rule. 
The owners say that they are compelled 
to hire a man at $10 a day whether he is 
needed or not, while Lacey says that the 
union never insists upon pay for a man 
who is not working. The owners say that 
@ man called out for night work before 
5 p.m. gets a day salary, overtime, and 
a night salary, and Lacey denies the 
statement. The owners want the right 
to dispense with an employee whom they 
feel is detrimental to the successful 
operation of the business, and they claim 
that heretofore they have had to take 
whatever men the union sent them. The 
union counters with the statement that 
if any man is as described they want 
to get rid of him themselves. 

The question of resuming work under 
terms of the old agreement was dis- 
cussed at the meetings this week, and 
postpened for further discussion until 
the next meeting, which takes place 
Tuesday at 10am. «

Statistics were obtained 
last week from a prominent State official 
by a med. show owner and manager 
planning a tour of the State. 


BROCKTON NEWSPAPERS carry good 
news from that Massachusetts town to 
Pitchdom. City ordinance imposing $500 
license tax on all itinerant venders has 
been repealed. Retail Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation sponsored the law, object of 
which was to keep out pitch stores. 
Along came a man who wanted to open 
an auto accessories store. He refused to 
pay. the excessive license and when he 
opened he was arrested. He was found 
guilty in the lower court. When he an- 
nounced his intention to carry the fight 
to the Supreme Court and prove the law 
unconstitutional the ordinance was re- 
considered and eventually repealed by 
council. Under the new regulation the 
transient vender must pay a State li- 
cense of $36 a year and one year’s taxes 
on his stock of goods. The Rrockton 
Daily Enterprise prints the following re- 


port of the acfion by the upper branch of > 


council: “The license fee of $500 for 
transient venders coming into this city 
to do business was repealed at the meet- 
ing of the aldermen Monday~night thru 
an order introduced by Alderman Baker. 
There was a genefal feeling that the 
charge was extremely excessive and was 
not binding upon itinerant venders. Al- 
derman Baker explained that the board 
believed that establishment of a 8500 
fee would serve as a deterrent to travel- 
ing business houses which locate in this 
city and compete with the regular mer- 
chants. He declared that one prospective 
itinerant vender had applied for a li- 
cense and when told of the fee refused 
to pay on the ground that it was exorbi- 
tant. Alderman Baker stated that the 
man opened up a business without pay- 
ing any fee and that he is still in busi- 
ness despite’the fact that he was brought 
into court,”

The venders are strong in 
their points as they are backed by Judge 
Berman, who has presented and dis- 
cussed proposition with other lawyers 
and has brought the question before the 
two city councils for observance. Licenses 
are supposed to be displayed on conspic- 
uous locations on the carts and boxes, 
preferably on the left-hand side. Tues- 
day the majority of venders appeared 
with their boxes and carts free from 
plates and walked boldly past police of- 
ficers without the slightest action being 
taken against them. Venders are of the 
opinion that the police will not take 
action against the larger’ concerns who 
are unlicensed to date and they state 
that if one of their number (the vend- 
ers), is arrested they will come back at 
the larger companies. Since the wine 
brick is a product of agriculture the fruit 
and vegetable peddlers are planning to 
take them on as a side line, according to 
one of the fruit kings Tuesday night. 
The Lewiston plates are green with white 
lettering on them. They are oblong in 
shape and on them is stated the number 
of the vender and the inscription “rood 
Vender, Lewiston, Maine.” The Auburn 
plates are oval shape, orange with black 
lettering, and the lettering is the same 
as the Lewiston plates with the excep- 
tion of\Auburn in place of Lewiston.”

to be tied up with OTA’s stock-selling 
scheme, but it is perfectly willing to treat 
the corporation as it would any other 
commercial management, But OTA feels 
differently. In spite of previous state- 
ments to the effect that “Save Our Stage” 
campaign was a movement on the part 
of TPR to bring back the road, the OTA 
insurgents, including Stewart Lithgow, 
Samuel I. Connor, Milton T. Middleton 
and Charles A. Goettler, now seem to 
think that the whole movement is their 
private and personal possession. 

They now claim that they, as individ- 
uals, did the work of the road-restoring 
campaign, and that the profits should 
belong to them. In the midst of idealis- 
tie statements concerning the return of 
the road and the furnishing of work to 
all and sundry, they insist that they 
themselves should reap the profits of 
the campaign. They have copyrighted 
the slogan which was created by TPR, 
and insist thet they are the only ones 
who may use TPR’S trade mark for guar. 
anteed road attractions. Since they are 
a stock-selling and commercial outfit, 
and since TPR is an unaffiliated or- 
ganization trying to publicize a general 
return of the road, and since the OTA 
members did their preliminary work 
ostensibly only as members of TPR, it 
is hard to see the basis of the claim. 

TPR’s new SOS committee, mean- 
while, under the leadership of Beauvais 
Fox, is carrying on TPR’s original pur- 


» pose. It is continuing its canvass for a 


general rebirth of interest in legitimate, 
it announces that its lists and its com- 
Plete co-operation are open to any man- 
ager or any organization of managers 
who cares to take advantage of them, 
and it says that it is willing to guarantee 
with its supposedly original trade mark 
the productions of any manager who so 
desires, and whose play comes up to the 
standards set by the TPR play-judging 
committee. The plan to send out field 
men to organize audiences in varioug 
sections has been abandoned because of 
lack of funds. TPR is insistent in stat- 
ing that it is in no way tied up with 
any stock-selling scheme. What funds 
it has were entirely raised by sale of its 
SOS buttons. It is quite willing to 
co-operate with OTA, as it would with 
any manager, if the OTA productions 
Meet the standard set. 

But OTA is endeavoring to discredit 
the TPROA work. Middleton, secretary 
of OTA, in a statement today, said, “As 
is usual where success is imminent, in 
any constructive movement, individuals 
possessing absolutely no initiative or in- 
clination to help or benefit anyone but 
themselves have stepped in and at- 


tempted to profit by our efforts. While. 


our paramount object was and is to 
benefit everyone in the theater from pro- 
ducing manager to the most unimportant 
employee, creating employment and ex- 
panding, we have not and will not per- 
mit any selfish organization or individual 
to build up a source of profit thru our 
efforts.” 

Since the “Save Our Stage” movement 
Was originally started by TPROA, and 
since TPROA is a benevolent and OTA a 
commercial and stock-selling organiza- 
tion, it is hard to find the basis for these 
remarks. 

TPR and the SOS committee have 
not as yet decided what action they will 
take on the copyrighting of their slogan 
by another group.

Vinegar Tree. It was Cloudy With 
Showers, a crazy, uproarious (and hilari- 
ous) farce, written by Floyd Dell and 
Thomas Mitchell, and with the latter as 
director and leading man. It bounced 
upon its knee that same Younger Gen- 
eration that George M. Cohan had 
paddiewhacked in te me ce ye the eve- 
ning before. 

- There is much excuse ‘tor the week’s 
conscientious playgoer being a bit con- 
fused about that Younger Generation, 
what with the spankings of Cohan end 
the chucklings of Mitchell. For Mitchell 
sits the precocious child upon his lap 
and jounces it riotously up and down, 


the while singing lustily to it, “Ride a 
fast horse to Banbury Cross -” and 
other pleasant trifies. 

The horse in this case is Professor 
Peter Hammill, who has written a book 
on morals, ethics and what have you. 
At the beginning of the play the an- 
nouncement comes that the essay has 
won a world-wide prize, and little Quiller 
College, where Hammill teaches a tribe 
of young but not too innocent girls, 
prepares to give a dinner that night in 
his honor, with his speech of acceptance 
to be broadcast over the radio. 

Meanwhile, Miss Critchlow (Cricket to 
you), one of his pupils, has written a 
paper on the sex life of the modern 
woman, to which the professional Peter 
takes violent exception, he being of the 
ancient school that still ‘believes that 
the Facts of Life should not be men- 
tioned before supposedly inexperienced 
youth. Cricket insists that his attitude 
is the result of an innate fear of women, 
and makes a bet with her classmates 
that she can get him to take her riding 
with him in his flivver. 

The rest is simple—but amusing. She, 
of course, wins the bet, and the pair of 
them, caught in a rainstorm, take refuge 
in an inn run by an obliging—too, too 
obliging—Italian. And the audience, 
thruout most of the act, is confronted 
with that over-familiar triangle: a man, 
@ maid and a bed. It is only the laugh 
lines that the authors have injected, the 
genial spirit of the whole affair and the 
expert acting contributed by Mitchell and 
Rachel Hartzeli, that save the situation. 
Said situation is further complicated by 
a genial murderer who bumps off his 
companion in the next room and forces 
Hammill to hold the fort by sticking up 
the State gendarmes who come in. 

Naturally, everything ends happily, 
with Hammill modifying his views in the 
light, of coming matrimony, Cricket talk- 
ing glibly to him of their honeymoon in 
Finland, and his final dive into his din- 
ner party in time to gasp, “This is the 
happiest moment of my iife!” in the 
microphone as the curtain falls. 

It’s an obvious and foolish enough 
story, heaven knows, but it has delight- 
ful lines, made still more delightful by 
the acting. And it is really funny, a 
rare quality in our present farce crop. 
Also, in its first act at least, it gives a 
neat and effective caricature of a certain 
type of college professor (and if this is 
doubted, names can be mailed on re- 
quest). 

Mitchell is splendid, as is to be ex- 
pected. And Miss Hartzell, a newcomer, 
is grand. She does Cricket with an in- 
fectious smile, a gentle satire and a 
completely captivating charm, 

Minor parts are all excellently done. 
Standing out are Adrian Rosley, as the 
insistent inn-keeper, and Victor Killian. 
as the genial killer. The Quiller col- 
legians are all of them pretty, and they 
never go thru the antics usually in- 
dulged in when a supposed group of 
college girls is put upon the stage. Which 
isn’t the least of many pleasant things 
in Cloudy With Showers’ favor.

Also it has George M. Cohan, which is 
en excuse for this department to enjoy 
any show; Helen F. Cohan, making her 
Broadway debut, and Minor Watson, who 
should be enlisted permanently under 
the Cohan banner. 

It tells the tale of Joe Townsend, who 
found Louise Dale dancing in a night 
club, took her in hand, gave her a house 
and education, and made her (where 
have we heard this before?) a different 
woman. Her new  self-consciousness 
having given her a yen for both writing 
and a pseudo-literary gent named Stein- 
ert, she proposes to leave the ‘Townsend 
establishment. She does and tells her 
whole story to the delicatessen-dealing 
Steinert family, who take it in a sur- 


prisingly modern manner. But Steinert 
pere, when confronted by Joe, can’t help 
spilling a glassful of champagne in his 
face as he exposes the means by which 
Townsend, innocently enough, had 
sought to make Louise think that she 
was really a literary genius. 

Louise goes back to her night club, 
young Steinert goes away from his fam- 
lly and the remainder of the play goes 
to pieces. Joe’s friend, Stephen West, 
fixes things so that the entire cast meets 
again. Joe speaks to young Steinert in 
@ scene wherein the major part of the 
bloody shirt waving is done. Old Stein- 


surprisingly failed to see, the fault found 
with the sage was that he turned good 
ideas into bladder-and-sausage buffoon- 
eries, and that he was more interested 
in press-agenting himself than effective- 
ly spreading his gospel. If, as Lockridge 
claims, people liked and supported 
Shaw’s stuff because they didn’t think he 
™eant it, that fact shows again his 
fallacy in clowning up essentially serious 
ideas, The plays made Shaw famous, but 
they failed to advance his cause. And 
even in regard to his Russian outbursts, 
the suspicion is always present that he 
is too opportune a press agent to be a 


ert recognizes Townsend as the good guy \gincere crusader. 


he is and they are reconciled. Thru the 
ever-present offices of Steve, old and 
young of the delicatessen clan are re- 
united. And Louise, as the crowning 
touch of sweetness and light, accepts 
Joe’s offer of marriage. 

The first act, with Cohan and Minor 
Watson carrying the burden, as Town- 
send and Steve respectively, is really 
grand entertainment, take it es you will, 
But the seccnd act drags badly in the 
middle until it is picked up by some 
hugely effective Cohanism at the end. 
And for the third act you may write 
your own comments. What incipient 
problems were presented by the rest of 
the play were in the third act, dissolved 
in sugar water. There is still no explan- 
ation of why Louise suddenly decided 
to marry Joe, except the need for a hap- 
py ending. 

Cohan, as it cannot be too often re- 
marked. was grand, and so was Watson. 
Clifford Jones, as the literary Steinert, 
was thrown into an utterly impossible 
part and played it very creditably. Lee 
Patrick, as Louise, was much miscast. 
Robert C. Fischer, as the delicatessen 
Steinert, built up his character capably, 
but in so doing accounted for much of 
the heaviness of the soggy second act, 
Young Miss Cohan was never given a 
chance to show what she can do, but if 
she takes after her father as much as 
she appears to, she can pretty definite- 
ly do it. 

It is Watson’s picture that appears on 
the program cover, which is interesting 
when one considers that such other dis- 
tinguished author-actor-producers as 
Roy Daavidson use their own. 

Friendship has George M. Cohan, 
Minor Watson and a first act, It doesn’t 
sound like much, but surely Cohan alone 
should be enough.

He assumes, in 
the first place, that the article was dic- 
tated as an attack on Shaw, ané@ in the 
second place, that it was written because 
Shaw, hitherto regarded as a harmless 
clown, may be figured as a menace after 
his Soviet speeches. In s0 many words, 
he says that this department unearthed 
its truisms only when it began to enter- 
tain the horrid suspicion that Shaw all 
along said no more than he meant. The 
first assumption may have basis in ap- 
pearance if not in fact, but the second 
can be traced only to Mr. Lockridge’s 
errant and wayward fancy. 

As for assumption number one, the 
mildly surprising article attacked, not 
Shaw himself, but the general over- 
estimate of him. His effectiveness as a 
popularizer is never denied, altho some 
question may come up as to the value 
of such popularizing. Mr. Lockridge, 
with what might almost be termed as- 
perity, suggests that everyone agrees with 
such an estimate of Shaw; but he must 
be predicating his remarks upon a world 
composed entirely of Richard Lock- 
ridges—a nice world, to be sure, but, un- 
fortunately, an entirely Utopian one, 
Unless Mr. Lockridge is more than or- 
dinarily short-sighted he can see evi- 
dences of an over-estimate of Shaw all 
about him. Even otherwise intelligent 
people indulge. 

As for assumption number two, this 
department was never in the least af- 
fected by Shaw’s suddenly obvious sin- 
cerity, and there was no valid reason for 
assuming that it was. As Mr. Lockridge 


Mr. Lockridge, we fear, failed to grasp 
the entire point of the piece. For his 
benefit it may be remarked that the 
underlying cause was not Shaw’s alleged. 
ly demonstrated sincerity, but the happy 
fact that his ideas have grown less star- 
tling with the yeers. And, therefore, the 
article was not an attack on Shaw, but 
a bit of innocent rejoicing in the fact 
that his over-inflated reputation (not as 
@ possibly sincere popularizer, but as an 
original thinker) is hissing its air out 
like a leaking balloon. 


Sidney-Newman Arbitration 
Award Goes to the Producer 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Sylvia Sidney 
this week lost her arbitration against 
Robert V. Newman for one week's salary 
claimed to be owed her on Newman’s 
production of Bad Girl last fall. Miss 
Sidney, at the end of the New York en- 
gagement, turned in her two weeks’ 
notice, but forgot that one of the weeks 
was Christmas Week, which doesn’t 
count, She asked Newman to reléase her 
from week following, which was to be 
played in Buffalo, so that she could take 
up Paramount contract. 

Newman said he doubted that it could 
be done on such short notice and Miss 
Sidney postponed Paramount work for 
a week. Meanwhile Newman, who 
thought that actress would not play 
Buffalo, engaged Claiborne Foster for the 
part. Miss Sidney, out of work for a 
week, claimed her salary.

Show has been postponed another 
week for revision, opening now being set 
for September 14. 


Play Flood Hits Brokers 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Altho producers 
are bewailing the fact that good plays 
are scarcer than ever, playbrokers report 
that never before have so many scripts 
been submitted to them. One of the 
leading brokers in town claims to have 
received at least 2,500 during the last six 
months. Agents as a rule cannot be 
bothered with plays they receive in the 
mail, and at least 75 per cent of the 
scripts come to them in that manner. 


“Showers” May Get Broker Buy 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5—Cloudy With 
Showers, which opened last week to un- 
even criticisms, has been doing so well 
that it is reported to have negotiated 
an eight-week buy from the brokers. 


Deak May Do Selwyn Shows 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5—When Bxgar 
Selwyn could not find time off from his 
duties as a picture director, it was an- 
nounced that his brother Arch would 
Produce The Lady Is Tired, which Edgar 
had intended to do this season. It now 
seems probable that Lewis Deak, general 
manager for Edgar Selwyn, will himself 
enter the producing field with this play 
as his first production. 
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clouds of dust raised by hundreds of ap- 
proaching automobiles, all filled with chil- 
dren, can be seen the dull gray of weather- 
worn canvas tents. On approaching nearer, the 
scene is enlivened by the sight of gaudy banners 
and gaily painted wagons. Above the hubbub of the 
storming crowds rises the staccato cries of the ticket 
sellers and the lilting music of the bands. Closer 
inspection brings to one the faint aroma of sawdust 
blended with the more pungent odor of animals. 
Thru everyone runs the scarcely repressed ecstasy 
and excitement of events about ” happen. It is 
circus day! 

So it has been and will be for some time to come, 
it is hoped. As long as there are children—the say- 
ing goes—there will be circuses. But will there? 

The circus has no More critital fan today than 
the youth of eight or 10 years. He compares the 
performances he is witnesstng—unconsciously, per- 
haps—with the type and class of entertainment he 
sees at the movies and vaudeville houses. As opposed 
to the father, mother and possibly grandparents, for 
him the show does not recall fond memories of his 
childhood. He views the circus in the White glare 
of the present, uncolored by the rosy glow of a past 
youth. 


Superiority Questioned 

That circuses today are greatly superior to those 
of the past may quite rightly be questioned. Obvi- 
ously in equipment there has been a tremendous im- 
provement. Sturdier wagons and railroad cars, safer 
tents, seats and lights, combined with the thousand 
and one mechanical devices has made moving, sét- 
ting up and tearing down quicker and easier. Still, 
the old shows moved with their admittedly inferior 
equipment and in the course of their Journeyings 
evolved the famous watchwords of the ¢circus—“The 
show must go on” and “Rain or shine”. 

Far more important than the physical aspect of 
the circus as regards the public is the entertainment 
offered. After all, it can not be denied’ that is the 
phase of the show they pay their momey to See. 
In the race for size—one ring, then two and three 
and now four and five and even more—quality has 
been succeeded by quantity. Where is there today 
the equal of the animal acts of the Carl Hagenbeck 
and the Bostock circuses, or the acrobatic, riding 
and aerial acts of the old Barnum & Bailey and the 
Forepaugh-Sells shows? 

Modern circus performers unwWisely choose to 
substitute fhe meat of the performance, sensational 
ism, for a disconcerting, and wholly unfavorable in 
comparison, tendency to imitate the style, manner 
and dress of vaudeville ‘actors. The aim of circus 
performers now seems to be to produce an effect of 
beauty and grace, whereas what is wanted—yes, de- 
manded by the circusgoer—is a turh that will make 
him eringe on the edge of his seat and gasp in awe 
at the nerve-wracking feats. 


Acts of Past Needed 

And if the point be raised, “Where is the circus 
to recruit these needed acts”, the answer might be, 
“from the past.” For example, the return of more 
leapers to the circus program would certainly create 
a furor in*the show world. Likewise, the reintro- 
Guction of some old-fashioned bareback riding with 
tricks like the backward somersault from one horse 
to another, Now, it is unusual to see a so-cailed 


Looks at the Circus

“men's principal” act, for the bareback numbers 
are mainly the flashy “Jockey” and “carrying” acts, 
which are so simple that a performer after a winter’s 
practice is able to participate in the turn. 

Another welcomed revival would be the return of” 
the big group wild animal acts. What circuses do 
have them now, have relegated them to a secondary 
place and it is seldom that more than one such act 
is given. Domestic animal acts are all right in their 
way woen they do not come at too frequent intervals, 
but they lack the big punch of the wild animal acts 
and too many of them become a bore. 


Looking at the program in terms of the past, 
whole vistas of circus numbers that won the en- 
thusiasm and ecclaim of a generation ago could well 
be Incorporated in thé modern circus. 

The present-day clowns are open to a bit of 
criticism. ‘They, too, seem to be trying to elevate 
themselves to a position and style, which, while it 
may show an effort to evolve the new, loses much 
thru its method of presentation. Clowns are mis- 
takenly attempting to be subtle and clever, like a 
stage comedian; instead of being active and hilarious 
in the old slap-stick style. By deft satires on present. 
day problems they wring a smile from the audience, 
but what is wanted is the whole-souled hearty laugh 
that the old clowns used to elicit. Noise, action and 
slap-stick comedy is more suitable for presentation 
under the big top than wisecracks and artless jabs 
at prohibition and other over-worked gags. 

The opening spectacle seen on the average circus 
is also open to some well meant criticism. First, 
there is too much singing and dancing by persons of 
little ability, The attempt of. the circus to com- 
pete with musical comedy shows fatigues and bores 
the audience. Singing is not the tempting morsel 
that draws customers to the circus. Consequently, 
why give them so much of it instead of the sensa- 
tionalism, which is the heritage of the circus? True, 
most of the spectacles do produce a beautiful effect 
thru the costuming and staging, but this type of 
entertainment, placed as it is at the beginning of 
the program, slows down the tempo of the circus 
performance which depends for a large share of 
its appeal on the fast, ever-changing sequence of 
events and variety. 


More Difficult To Fool 


Little change is to be noted in the circus side — 


show thru the years. They have been improved, but 
there still remains over all a crude Jayer of hokum 
that is easily penetrated by the public. Who be- 


“fieves nowadays that the pinheads are from the 


Congo, the wild man from Borneo, or the ukulele 
players from Hawati. The public is yearly becom- 
ing more difficult to fool. Yet in spite of the amused 
skepticisrh of the people it is possible to make it a 
paying attraction. Since one of the strongest traits 
of mankind ts curiosity, folks will travel miles to 
view the unusual, strange amd odd. Instances of 
the public’s dynamic curiosity are daily apparent— 
the crowd that forms on the sidewalk in front of a 
show window, groups staring in the air at steeple 
jacks and the thousands that swarm to a place 
where murder has been committed. 

Robert Ripley, of “Believe It or Not” fame, has 
pointed the finger of opportunity to a lucrative 
source of material for the side show. He has popu- 


larized the desire of all humans for the curious, and 
his success is indicative of the lure of the strange. 
Whether or not the Ringling venture of importing 
the Ubangai savages to this country was suggested 
by a Ripley cartoon, it is a fact that they once 
were advertised thru that medium. Im this day 
of science and exploration it should be possible to 
stock a side show with bona-fide examples of 
humanity's unusual products, so that the receipts of 
the side show would run a close second to the big 
show, as well as draw a great deal of publicity for 
the circus as a whole. 


Last of the trinity of shows that compose the 
circus is the after-show or concert. Many people 
are of the opinion that it is just as important that 
the side show and the concert be of good quality 
as the main show performance. The circusgoers 
who attend all three shows are going to view with 
less favor the entire circus if they have been soured 
by an inferior side show or concert. The concert on 
some circuses ieaves a bad taste in the mouth of 
the patron. Most of the audience, after seeing that 
part of the circus, feel they have received very little 
for their money. [If it is true that the circus is ex- 
periencing a decreasing income from the concert, it 
is time that the entertainment value of this de- 
partment was raised. 


Good Will Important Factor 


The modern circus is competing for the favor of 


&@ public which is already overburdened with count-. 


less overtures to amuse it. Whereas in the past, 
circus day was @ gala occasion to be celebrated and 
attended in a manner befitting Fourth of July 
festivities, now it is just another attraction along with 
the movies, amusement parks and carnivals. Con- 
sequently, it is more than evér important today that 
the good will of the public be won. 


In spite of an excellent circus performance, the 
good will of a circus fan can be lost thru discourteous 
treatment. The movie palaces have trained the 
patrons to expect the utmost in courtesy. This 
lesson in the treatment of its guests can well be 
taken to heart by the circus. 


Around some circuses one can hear retorts such 
as these: “I don’t care how old you say that kid 
is, he has gotta have e ticket.” . . . “You ain’t 
no newspaperman or the press agent would a-seen 
you got a ticket.” .. “Get out and stay out.” 
- « « “Tf you don’t like it you know what you can 
do about it.” . . “I said that pass was no good, 
so get out.” J “Get out of them seats, they 
ain’t open yet.” The person to whom one of the 
above remarks is addressed is going to rightly resent 
it and it is doubtful if he will be anxious to see 
another circus soon. The public zealously nurses such 
indignities and allows its whole attitude to be 
colored by them. 

Altho it is admitted that the circus has “cleaned- 
up” its methods in several respects, there is still 
more to be done along that line. 

If the circus is to continue in its popularity with 
the public not only will the performance need to be 
improved, but the sum and total of the relations 
between the circus and the patron will. have to 
undergo a change for the better. The circus is fight- 
ing for its prominent place in the amusement world, 
requiring every ounce of its ingenuity to prevent 
its being brushed aside as an entertainment type of 
the past.

Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


| LEISTNER’S FAMOUS WAXED FLOWERS—Big Money Makers 
ESPECIALLY IN FALL AND WINTER MONTHS 


In the American Consular Service at 
the city of Tunis, Tunisia (a French pro- 
tectorate located just above the north 
border of the Sahara Desert of Africa), 
is the present home of Dave B. Levis, one 
of our active circus men of the period 
when Barnum, Bailey & Hutchison Cir- 
cus was featuring Jumbo and the white 
elephant; old Adam Forepaugh had the 
$10,000 beauty and his. white elephant, 
and Sells Brothers, John B. Doris, John 
Robinson, W. W. Cole, 8S. H. Barrett, 
Miles Orton and Burr Robbins were all 
mixing it up in circus opposition that 
kept billboards, dead walls and fences of 
the United States a permanent picture 
gallery all thru the eighties. 

Dave Levis was prom!nently identified 
with operations of the privileges on the 
Adam Forepaugh Show, also with Hum- 
mill & Hamilton and other shows. Sea- 
son of 1884 he was a partner in the Reese, 
Levis & Dolphin Circus out of Herkimer, 
N. Y. One of the acts in their program 
was an acrobat team in which the Iate 
Andrew Downie did his spade dance. The 
circus was not a financial success and 
closed early in the season. After more 
than a decade of successful operation of 
circus privileges, the popularity of melo- 
drama and brass band theatricals took 
the country by storm. Levis saw the 
possibilities of that form of one-night- 
stand road shows. Josh Spruceby was 
selected by him as the one best bet 
among the offerings in brass band 
Grama; equipped with its thrilling saw- 
mill scene, appropriate scenery, a first- 
class brass band, natty uniforms and a 
street parade that was in the same class 
with Charles L. Davis for his Alvin Joslyn 
company. Dave Levis started on the road 
to wealth by instantly creating a sensa- 
tional demand for his Josh Spruceby 
company ih every onhe-night-stand thea- 
ter in the country. 

The late Harry Frazee, who became a 
theatrical magnate thru his phenomenal 
success with his Madam Sherry shows, 
The Royal Chef, No, No, Nanette, and 
others, came out of Peoria, Til., to begin 
his theatrical career as the first agent 
of Levis’ Josh Spruceby company. Frazee 
Was so impressed with the way money 
flowed into theater box offices for the 
Levis bank roll that he decided to have 
a Josh Spruceby company of his own 
after a season as agent for Levis, but 
there were hundreds of theaters ready 
to book a “Josh” band show, so the rival 
troupes did no harm to the original 
show; In fact, business continued so good 
and the demand for dates so urgent, that 
Levis put out a No. 2 show. F. V. Peter- 
50n, who died in New York a few months 
ago, began his career in theatrical man- 
agement as one of the Josh Spruceby 
road managers. His training under Levis 
was evidenced in successful management 
of Bringing Up Father and other shows 
later. 

Continuous success carried Levis thru 
the season of popularity for melodrama, 
combined with brass band parades. 
When the fad began to wane be sold 
out his holdings, and with his wife went 
for @ pleasure trip to Burope. In touring 
England, France and Italy his contact 
with the American Consulate developed 
an interest. in its operations which led to 
a connection as a representative of the 
Consulate. He has been so employed 
en during the past decade. His interest in 
circuses has never waned; he visits every 
European circus within reach, tells of 
them in his letters and asks about the 
circus situation in the United States. 
Tunis, where he is now located, is a city 
of 200,000 population. He says that in 
a day’s ride thru the agricultural por- 
tion of Tunisia he saw hundreds of 
camels plowing, driven in carts and car- 
rying packs.

“Frankly, Our institute would not. be 
interested to rush in and buy these ma- 
chines. All members should enter into 
the spirit of the thing and donate what- 
ever they had possessing historical 
value. All that would be required as a 
donor is that the article be shipped to 
our museum: we would pay the freight 
charges and prepare the articles for ex- 

» hibition. Each donor would be credited 
with the gift in our records and also 
in the display. In this manner we 
could build up a permanent exhibit that 
would be of great value in course of 
time. 

“It is only too true that in this age 
of rush and haste we overlook things 
that could be of great service to us. 
Industry can surely profit by knowing 
what has been done in the past, thereby 
saving in many cases vast amounts of 
labor and false hopes. We should be 
greatly pleased to hear from your craft 
of thefr approval. Inclosed find copy of 
our. quarterly report of the status of our 
museum. Your co-operation is appre- 
ciated. Cordially yours,

American Museum of Public Recrea- 
tion is sponsored by National Associa- 
tion of Amusement Parks... . 
Chartered by Board of Regents, Uni- 
versity State of New York, 1929. Muse- 
um is now in temporary building, West 
Fighth street, corner Sheepshead Bay 
road, Coney Island, N. Y. The aim of 
this museum is to trace the origin, his- 
tory and development of recreational de- 
vices, inventions and recreational amuse- 
ment conceptions. To accumulate and 
maintain a library and records pertain- 
ing to the history and progressive de- 
velopment of recreation. To erect and 
maintain a museum in which such ac- 
cumulation and exhibits can be ex- 
hivited for educational purpose, free to 
the public.
